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DEFENSE DAY TEST ON 
NOVEMBER 11 OPPOSED 


Divine’s Protest Follows W.D.

Armistice Day 
GEN. DELAFIELD REPLIES 
THE Defense Day test is again the center 
of an animated, if not bitter, contro- 
versy. Last year Mr. William Jennings 
Bryan drew his brother, Charles, candidate 
for Vice-President on the Democratic 
ticket, into a controversy over the matter, 
with the result that the patriotic people of 
the country became thoroughly aroused and 
made the event a success beyond the antici- 

pations of the War Department. 

Rev. Dr. Sidney L. Gulick, secretary of 
the Commission on International Justice 
and Good Will of the Federal Council of 
Churches, has protested against the hold- 
ing of a defense test on Armistice Day, 


which has resulted in the President holding 
up the plans for the present. 


CONSIDER DATE APPROPRIATE 


Armistice Day has been recommended by 
the War Department as the result of reso- 
lutions passed by the American Legion, 
the Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, and a number of other ex-Service 
organizations. This action was taken by 
the veterans after careful consideration of 
the entire subject. November 11 is a holi- 
day in a great many cities and in some of 
the states. It would interfere less with 
business and, in the opinion of those com- 
petent to judge, Armistice Day would be 
particularly appropriate for a defense test. 

In a lengthy telegram to President Cool- 
idge, Dr. Gulick declared that the proposal 
made by the Reserve Officers’ Association 
to stress military preparedness on a day 
dedicated to peace would “be viewed with 
grave concern by a host of people in the 
churches,” 

In a supplementary statement he declared : 
“The only proposal of this kind which 
would be more objectionable would be to 
use Christmas Day as an occasion for pro- 
claiming the necessity of the world remain- 
ing an armed camp. It should be remem- 
bered that the policy of the churches in 
using Armistice Day for magnifying 
America’s efforts for peace received the 
seal of approval from President Harding 
when he convened the Conference on the 
Limitation of Armament on Armistice Day, 
1921. The churches are not willing to 
believe that within four short years our 
Government will turn aside from the ideal 
to which President Harding gave such 
noble expression.” 

In the controversy the War Department 
appears more in the guise of an observer. 
A great many leaders in the .veterans’ or- 
ganizations are of the opinion’ that 
Armistice Day belongs to them who made 
it possible to force an armistice on such 
honorable terms. Some prominent church 
leaders in many localities, it is declared, 
do not agree with the stand taken bv Dr. 
Gulick in asking that the Defense Day test 
be not held gon Armistice Day, although 
they do not question his good intent. 

In the meantime telegrams and letters 
are pouring into the White House from 
American Legion leaders and from the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers and 
others, asking that the test be held. The 
preparedness advocates express confidence 
that they will win the President to their 
point of view. The test will be conducted 
on the general plans of last year’s test,

CASE OF MAJOR ROCK WOOD REACHES 


FINAL STAGE IN COURT OF CLAIMS 





With the argument before the Court of 
Claims on May 13, 1925, the case of 
Maj. Alfred L. Rockwood, C.W.S., U.S.A., 
reached the final stage. On the same day 
that the case was argued the law under 
which cases cannot be taken from the 
Court of Claims by an appeal, but only 
through the writ of certiorari route, went 
into effect. There is scarcely one chance 
in a thousand of the case ever reaching the 
Supreme Court, and the decision of the 
Court of Claims will no doubt be final, it 
is thought at this time. 

As will be recalled, the case involves the 
question as to whether the officers whose 
pay was affected by the saving clause of 
the Joint Service Pay Act will draw allow- 
ances which correspond to their base pay. 


DRAWS 3D PERIOD ALLOWANCE 


Maj. A. L. Rockwood, in whose name the 
test case was brought by section 16, draws 
the pay of the fourth period, but under a 
decision of the Comptroller General is paid 
the allowances of the third period. Gen. 
Samuel T. Ansell appeared in the court for 
Major Rockwood, and Assistant Attorney 
General J. G. Ewing for the Government. 
General Ansell went into the history of 
the officers that will be affected by the 
decision and discussed in detail the opera- 
tions of sections 5 and 6, as well as sec- 
tion 16, of the Joint Service Pay Act. 

In the course of his argument General 
Ansell explained how the class of officers 
in whose behalf the suit is brought were 
commissioned in the Regular Army in 
1913, 1914 and 1915 from civil life. They 
had had no service aside from that in the 
Regular Army. When the war broke out, 
General Ansell pointed out, the officers in 
question had had sufficient service in the 
Regular Army to make them very valu- 
able, and, like Major Rockwood, many of 
them went overseas and commanded units 
on the front. When Congress came to 
frame a pay act they discovered that there 
were many officers in the Regular Army 
who had served outside of it and would 
draw higher pay than officers situated like 
Major Rockwood. This although they had 
served under officers situated like Major 
Rockwood in the World War. It was 


manifestly unfair that officers in the same 
class as Major Rockwood, it was argued 
by General Ansell, should receive less pay 
than officers who had served under them 
in the World War. For this reason, it 
was insisted by General Ansell, section 16 
was placed in the law, which gives Major 
Rockwood the pay of the fouyth period. 

General Ansell went on to argue that 
the question as to just what pay period 
section 16 placed Major Rockwood in was 
not vital in considering the issues involved. 
He then quoted sections 5 and 6 of the 
Joint Pay Act, which determine the allow- 
ances of officers. He dwelt at consider- 
able length on the language of these sec- 
tions in which it is stated that officers re- 
ceiving the base pay of any period shall 
receive the allowances of that period. He 
said that officers receiving the base pay of 
the first period had the allowances for that 
period fixed by sections 5 and 6 of the 
act. With considerable emphasis, he de- 
clared that the base pay for any period 
earried with it the allowances of that 
period. Thus, he said, section 16 classi- 
fied Major Rockwood as an officer who 
should have the pay and allowance of the 
fourth period. 

Mr. Seine replied by declaring that the 
suit was not brought for pay, but for the 
allowance. He argued that section 16 did 
not remove Major Rockwood from the third 
pay period. He was still in the third pay 
period as far as his base pay was con- 
cerned, but under the operation of section 
16 he received the pay of the third period 
plus the difference between the pay of 
that period and that which he was re-- 
ceiving on June 30, 1922, when the pay act 
went into effect. Major Rockwood, he 
stated, did not have 14 years’ service, and 
therefore was in the third period, despite 
his pay under section 16. He declared 
that the plaintiff was receiving $3,330 on 


‘June 30, 1920. as fixed by the act of May 


1908, and by virtue of the saving 
clause he was entitled to continue to re- 
ceive $540 per annum in excess of the third 
period. If he is entitled to $3,000 base 
pay, increased by 15 percent thereof, his 
pay would be $3,450, or the pay for the 
fourth period. 





NAME NEW COURT TO TRY 
BEAUFORT LIQUOR CASE 


At the request of the attorney of Ma- 
chinist Frank M. Hendricks, U.S.N., a 
new court has been appointed to try him 
and probably the other officers who were 
under charges of violating the law by 
bringing alleged liquor aboard the U.S.S. 
Beaufort, discovered by the dry raid at 
Norfolk. The’ Secretary of the Navy sus- 
tained the challenge of the attorney of 
Machinist Hendricks that the court that 
tried Comdr. Douglas W. Fuller, the com- 
mander of the Beaufort, and found him 
“not guilty” was not competent to try 
the other defendants. By exonerating 
Commander Fuller, inferentially it was 
alleged, the court placed the responsibility 
of any violation of the law or regulations 
upon the other defendants. The follow- 
ing are the members of the new court, 
which will meet at Norfolk:

THE Midshipmen’s Squadron, consisting 
of the battleships New York, Arkansas 
and Utah, is due to arrive at Annapolis 
on May 30 and will depart for Panama 
on June 6. The squadron is scheduled to 
arrive at Panama June 14 and depart 
from there July 8. The next stop on the 
itinerary is at San Pedro, on June 30, for 
overhaul, leaving there on July 8. The 
squadron is due at San Francisco on July

It arrives at Astoria, Oreg., on July 20 
and leaves for Seattle on July 22. The 
midshipmen will stay at Seattle from July 
23 to July 30, and will return to San 
Diego on August 4, leaving there on Au- 
gust 8 for Panama.

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RESERVES TOLD HOW TO 
TRAIN WITH NAT.GUARD 


Instructions Are Issued By 
War Department Giving 
Procedure 


MUST APPLY PERSONALLY 


i order to make clear to Reserve officers 
just how they may, upon their own ap- 
plication, be attached to National Guard 
organizations for inactive training through- 
out the year, and also be ordered to active 
duty for the 15 days’ Summer training pe- 
riod with National Guard units, the War 
Department has issued the following in- 
structions : 

“That such Reserve officers as may de- 
sire to be attached to organizations of the 
National Guard for training throughout 
the training year will make individual ap- 

lication through the commander of the 
National Guard organization to which at- 
tachment is desired, and the Adjutant 
General of the state to the corps area 
commander concerned, who, subject to 
their approval may authorize such attach- 
ment. 

NAMES GO TO STATE A.G. 


“When the initiative in attaching Re- 
serve officers to National Guard organi- 
zations for either armory or field training 
is taken by the corps area commander, 
after having previously secured the con- 
eurrence of the Reserve personnel con- 
cerned, he should submit their names to 
the state Adjutants General concerned 
for approval and for the designation of 
the particular organization with which 
such training is to be accomplished. 

“Reserve officers so attached will take 
active part in such of the armory train- 
ing of the National Guard organization 
as may be mutually agreed upon, and 
when sufficient funds for training of the 
Organized Reserves are available, they 
will participate in the 15-day field train- 
ing of the organization. 

“The attachment of such Reserve offi- 
cers may be terminated upon application 
of either the attached officer, the com- 
mander of the National Guard organiza- 
tion, the Adjutant General of the state, 
or the corps area commander. All such 
applications should be directed to the corps 
area commander, and final action thereon 
should be taken by him. 

“The number of Reserve officers who can 
be attached to a National Guard unit, if 
mutual benefit is to be derived from such 
attachment, is dependent upon the state of 
training of the unit concerned. This must 
be given careful consideration. For the 
resent in no case should the number of 

eserve officers attached exceed the actual 
officer strength of the National Guard or- 
ganization. Not to exceed one captain 
should be attached to a company or similar 
unit. Subaltern officers may be grouped, 
i. e., a National Guard unit whose officer 
strength includes one captain, one first 
lieutenant, and one second lieutenant 
might have attached to it one captain and 
two subalterns or three subalterns. In 
the field grades the number of National 
Guard officers, grade for grade, should not 
be exceeded. 

“As a matter of courtesy extended by 
National Guard authorities, encouragement 
in cooperation and training among ele- 
ments of the Army of the United States 
should be develo through practice of 
the functions of command with state 
troops by Reserve officers not holding com- 
missions in such State organizations. With 
a ee understanding of the situation, 
and with precedent for such command 
ractice as has been heretofore established 
y National Guard and Reserve officers 
with respect to organizations of the Regu- 
lar Army, no difficulties should arise. In 
no case should the exercise of temporary 
command by Reserve officers be under- 
taken unless agreeable to the National 
Guard Commander concerned and _ the 
training of the organization be not inter- 
fered with. 

“As far as may be practicable and feas- 
ible, National Guard authorities should 
insure to Reserve officers so attached, with- 
out prejudice to their own training, the 
same opportunities for training as are pre- 
sented to National Guard officers of like 
grade. The status of Reserve officers as 
to their relationship and duties would be 
determined by the commanding officer of 
the organization to which such officers 
are attached. They should be required to 


conform to the rules and discipline of the 
National Guard organization to which at- 
tached. It is to be understood that Na- 
tional Guard authorities will report in- 
fractions of discipline on the part of Re- 
serve officers, through normal channels, to 
the corps area commander for action. 

“Under the law no item of expense con- 
nected with the attached status of Reserve 
= can be paid from Militia Bureau 
unds.

GEN. RICKARDS WILL BE 
CONGRESS CANDIDATE 


1X a letter to Representative H. J. Bix- 
ler, the present member of the House 
from the District of Columbia, Maj. Gen. 
George C. Rickards, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, announces that he will be a can- 
didate for Congress in the Republican 
primaries for the 28th Pennsylvania Dis- 
trict. As it has been previously stated in 
these columns, General Rickards’ friends 
have been urging him to become a candi- 
date. He declines, however, to leave the 
bureau before his term expires in June, 
1925. 

General Rickards has a fine record of 
0 years in the National Guard or state 
service and eight years in the Federal 
forces. Enlisting as a private on June 9, 
1877, in the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
General Rickards advanced through the 
noncommissioned grades and was commis- 
sioned as a second lieutenant in the 16th 
Infantry of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard on October 21, 1881 He com- 
manded this regiment in the Spanish- 
American War, on the Mexican Border, 
and led it in the World War. In each of 
the wars, General Rickards saw combat 
service, and was wounded in the Argonne. 
With the 28th Division, General Rickards 
participated in the engagements at Cha- 
teau-Thierry, Champagne-Marne, Aisne- 
Marne, Fismes, Oisa-Aisne, Meuse-Ar- 
gonne, and Thiaucourt. He was appointed 
Brigadier General of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard June 19, 1919; was de- 
tailed with the General Staff at the War 
Department July 21, 1920; and was ap- 
poe Chief of the Militia Bureau July

LATEST TABLES PROVE 
NAVY IS STILL BEHIND 


Not Up to Treaty Strength 
In Either Man Power 
Or Ships 


BRITISH ARE STRONGER 


OTH in man power and ships the 

United States Navy is still below the 
Treaty strength, according to the compara- 
tive tables on naval data, which have been 
carefully corrected by the United States 
Navy Department up to May 1, 1925. 
The only exception is in fleet submarines 
and in destroyers which were built dur- 
ing the war to combat German submarines. 
Many of these destroyers, it is stated, 
were hastily built during the World War, 
and their sea effectiveness is doubtful. 

In officers and men Great Britain is 
stronger than the United States, when the 
British Royal Air Force is taken into 
consideration in the comparative tables, 
and also 4,113 civilians in manning yard 
eraft and auxiliaries. The Japanese Em- 
pire by increasing in round numbers the 
number of enlisted men 25,000 over May, 
1924, has now 65,404 men, which was the 
program provided for in the bill that was 
reported out of the House Committee on 
Appropriations two years ago. The com- 
mission -strength of the Japanese Navy 
approaches that of the United States 
Navy, with 7,218 against the United 
States Navy of 8,148. The British Navy 
has 9,547 commissioned officers and 98,552 
enlisted men, and the United States Navy 
has 86,000 men. 


JAPAN UP TO ALLOWANCE 


Even at that, neither the United States 
or British navies are at their Treaty 
strength, according to the official estimate. 
Under the Treaty, according to the esti- 
mate just prepared, both the United States 
and Great Britain should have 12,030 
officers and 109,005 enlisted men. The 
United States Navy is short of the Treaty 
strength 3,882 officers and 22,005 men. 
while the British Navy has a shortage of 
2,683 officers and 10,452 enlisted men. 
Japan is fully up to its allowances, both 
in officers and men. It is the only coun- 
try that has its full quota. 

All of the countries have larger Naval 
Reserves than the United States, as far as 
enlisted men are concerned. The United 
States Navy leads in Reserve officers with 
4,286. It has an enlisted Reserve of 
17,476 men. The British Navy has 44,481 
Reserves, Japan 30,885, France 96,700, 
and even Italy 60,000. The strength of 
the Naval Reserve of Japan, France and 
Italy is due to universal .service, under 
which the Reservists can be called to the 
colors. 

The most outstanding deficiency in ships 
of the United States Navy is in aircraft 
carriers and light cruisers. It will require 
the construction of two more aircraft car- 
riers with a tonnage of 56,300 to bring 
the United States Navy up to its allow- 
ance under the Treaty. Great Britain 
will be allowed one more carrier under 
the treaty, with a tonnage of 30,150; 


Japan one, with tonnage of 17,600; 
France one, with tonnage of 36,000; and 
Italy two, with 55,000. Italy has no 


aircraft carriers. The tables give United 
States one aircraft carrier, with 12,700 
tons built, and two aircraft carriers, with 
66,000 tons building. The British Navy 
has three aircraft carriers, with a tonnage 
of 48,190 built, and three carriers with a 
tonnage of 56,300 building. The Japanese 
Navy has one aircraft carrier with a ton- 
nage of 9,500 built, and two with a ton- 
nage of 53,900 building. France has one 
aircraft carrier with a tofinage of 24,000 
building, and Italy one with 5,000 tons 
building. The actual ratio of aircraft 
carriers, according to the table, is United 
States, 2.91; the British Navy, 3.87; and 
Japan, 2.85. 

To attain the 5-5-3 treaty ratio, the 
United States should have 22 more light 
cruisers of a tonnage of 223,370. Even 
Italy has as many light cruisers as the 
United States, although its tonnage is not 
equal to this country. The United States 
Navy now has 10 light cruisers, with a 
tonnage of 75,000 built, and with a 
tonnage of 20,000 building. The British 
Navy has 47 light cruisers, with a tonnage 
of 223,520 built. She has more tonnage 
building than the United States has built, 
or 10 cruisers with a tonnage of 94,850. 
Japan has more tonnage in light cruisers 
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built than the United States, and has more 
building than the United States has. Her 
light-cruiser program consists of 18, with 
a tonnage of 91,490 built, and 10, under 
construction with a tonnage of 79,565, 
The British Navy has her total ratio of 
light cruisers built or building, and Japay 
is within two light cruisers, with a top. 
nage of 19,967 of her ratio. 

In fleet submarines of the first line, over 
1,000 tons each, the British Empire js 
19 ships short of the tonnage of 37,993 
allowed by the Treaty, and the United 
States Navy is 23 submarines, of 46,240 
tons, short. Japan has her entire aliow- 
ance building or built, of this class. 

The United States leads in the number 
and tonnage of submarines, first line, of 
700 tons plus. She has 44 submarines of 
this type, with a tonnage of 38,387 built, 
and 6 submarines with a tonnage of 5,433 
building. The British Navy has 32, with 
a tonnage of 31,035 built, and 2 with a 


tonnage of 1,780 building. Japan has 
34 700-ton submarines, tonnage 27,622 
built, and 5 submarines, 4,990 tonnage 


building. France has 18 submarines of 
this class, with a tonnage of 16,148 built, 
and 11, with a tonnage of 13,323 building. 
Italy has 10 submarines of 700 tons, with 
a tonnage of 8,023 built, and 5, with a 
tonnage of 4,755 building. 

The importance of aeronautics is shown 
in the appearance for the first time in 
the official tables of the aircraft carrying 
strength of the Fleet. Great Britain 
leads with 542, the United States is sec. 
ond with 248, and Japan is only slightly 
below the United States with 226. The 
French Navy has 112 and the Italian 
Navy 14. The capacity of the aircraft 
carriers of the United States Navy is fixed 
at 30, the British Navy at 90, and the 
Japanese Navy at 26. The capacity of 
battleships and cruisers is fixed at 74 for 
the United States Navy, 116 for the Brit- 
ish Navy, 38 for the Japanese Navy and 
26 for the French Navy.

2D DIVISION U.S.A ON 
BIG PRACTICE MARCH 


T HE 2d Division of the Regular Army, 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Paul B. Ma- 
lone, took the field under simulated war 
conditions and will conduct a march to 
Fredericksburg, Tex., and return. 

The 2d Division is the only assembled 
division in the United States Army, and 
this march will comprise the largest body 
of troops which has conducted a march 
in the United States since the termina- 
tion. of the World War. 

On the march to Fredericksburg the di- 
vision will conduct field exercises against 
an imaginary enemy, who is expected to 
attempt a crossing of the Colorado River 
in the vicinity of Brady for an invasion 
of our territory. 

The 3d Attack Group from Kelly Field 
will act in conjunction with the troops 
of the 2d Division, protecting them from 
possible air attack during the advance. 

During the march, means of commuti- 
cations, including field telephone, radio and 
airplane will be thoroughly tested. 

The personnel of the division on this 
march will consist of 350 officers and 4,875 
enlisted men. The advance of the division 
will be made in two or more columns.

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BATTERY E, 63D C. A. FIRING 


PRELIMINARY firing by Battery E, 63d 

- Coast Artillery, U.S.A., at San Fran- 
cisco, recently firing with machine guns at 
a target towed by an airplane, resulted in 
10 actual hits, Col. Perey P. Bishop. 
U.S.A., commanding the Coast Defenses of 
San Francisco, announced. The firing was 
done with .30-caliber machine guns of the 
improvised type manufactured during the 
World War. 

The sleeve-shaped muslin target, approxi- 
mately 10 feet long and 3 feet in diameter, 
having an area of less than one-fourth that 
of a small plane, was towed at a speed of 
80 miles per hour, at altitudes varying 
from 1,100 to 1,500 feet. 

The firing in question was the first ever 
done by the local machine gunners at mov- 
ing aerial targets. Lt. Wayne L. Barker, 
U.S.A., commanding the battery, permitted 
the gunners to fire at the target only within 
an angle of 30 degrees to the right or left 
of the gun, a safety precaution which would 
not apply in warfare and which reduced 
the time the target was under fire to a 
minimum. 

Lt. J. R. Glasscock, A.S., U.S.A., piloted 
the towing plane used for the antiaircraft 
gun practice, and Capt. Carroll Riggs, C.A. 
U.S.A., flew with him as observer and to 
manipulate the towline. 
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ADMIRAL FISKE MAKES 
SENSATIONAL SPEECH 


Reopens Old Controversy On 
Navy’s Fitness During 


World War 
TELLS OF OWN ACTIONS 


RFAR ADM. BRADLEY A. FISKE, 
U.S.N., Ret., long known as one of 
the most efficient and progressive officers 


of the Navy, in an address at the an- 
nual dinner of the New Jersey State 


Chamber of Commerce in Newark May 6, 
entitled “The Fragile Body of Our Na- 
tional Security,” gave some new and in- 
teresting information concerning the Navy 
Department and its action during the 
World War, which has heretofore been 
secret. 

Admiral Fiske severely criticized former 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, and 
charged that if he had not foiled the Sec- 
retary, who, he alleged, hindered getting 
the Navy fit, Germany would have won 
the war. In order to get real action to 
prepare the Navy, which, according to the 
Admiral, Mr. Daniels prevented, he had to 
resort to secret measures in Congress, and 
violated Naval Regulations and laws in so 
doing. 


CHARGED PACIFISM 


Admiral Fiske was Aide for Operations 
of the Navy in March, 1913, at the time 
the administration of President Wilson be- 
gan. The Admiral openly charged that 
Secretary Daniels was a pacifist, unac- 
quainted with naval affairs, was unable 
to see the Navy as a whole, tried to at- 
tend to all details himself, and broke up 
the naval aide system established by Sec- 
retary Meyer to coordinate the work of 
the bureaus. 

“By the time the World War broke out 
in Europe,” said the Admiral, “Mr. Dan- 
iels had made our Navy unmanageable 
for the purposes of war.” 

During the two years and three months 
he was Aid for Operations, Admiral 
Fiske stated, he was unable to induce 
Secretary Daniels to put into effect the 
administrative plan previously drawn up 
by the General Board of the Navy to co- 
ordinate preparedness work. 

After Secretary Daniels testified before 
the House Committee late in 1914 that the 
Navy was prepared for war, Admiral 
Fiske said, he succeeded “through the 
agency of Representative Hobson and 
without the knowledge of Mr. Daniels,” 
in being called before the committee, 
where he contradicted Secretary Daniels’ 
testimony. 

“My testimony aroused great attention 
throughout the country,” he continued. 
“The result was that the appropriations 
made at that session were much greater 
than Mr. Daniels had asked for. The 
preparedness movement began at that 
time, but Mr. Wilson was able to keep 
it down until the middle of 1916. 

“By January, 1915, the lack of any 
administrative plan, the insistence of Mr. 
Daniels on attending to details and his 
positive refusal to permit any move to 
prepare for war had reduced the Navy 
to a wholly ineffective state. 

“So I induced Representative Hobson 
to have a provision introduced into the 
Navy Appropriation bill changing the title 
of Aid for Operations to Chief of Naval 
Uperations, giving him considerable power 
and legalizing the office. This I did se- 
cretly, in defiance of all military proced- 
ure and against the law of Congress; for 
it was distinctly against the law for any 
Army or Navy officer to attempt to influ- 
ence legislation, except in carrying out 
orders from the Secretary.” 

After he was forced to resign as Aide 
for Operations, the Admiral added, his 
successor induced Secretary Daniels to 
sign the administrative plan. 

“The result was that when it became 
necessary for the Navy to get the Army 
across the ocean, the Navy was able to 
do so,” the Admiral continued. “As you 
know, the situation in the middle of 1918 
was well expressed by Lloyd George when 
he said, ‘It is a race between Hindenburg 
and Wilson.’ The race was won, in a 
certain sense, by Wilson; but it was won 
fundamentally by a few Navy and Army 
officers, who had got the Navy ready, and 
then the Army, in spite of Mr. Wilson. 
The Navy got the Army over there ‘just 
in the nick of time.’ 

“Had there been any delay whatever 
had the Navy’s work been ~ a little 
less efficient, our Army would have ar- 


rived in France too late, and the | war 
would have been won by Germany.

POST WAR HISTORY OF 
SMALL ARMS IS GIVEN 


Great Progress Is Noted In 
Three Big Developments 
Since War 


U. S. RIFLE IS IMPROVED 


HREE distinct developments in the field 

of small arms stand out most promi- 
nently as the principal achievements which 
have been made by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment since the World War. They are (1) 
the manufacture on an _ interchangeable 
basis of 24 .80-caliber Garand semi-auto- 
matie shoulder rifles, together with the pur- 
chase of 20 .30-caliber Thompson automatic 
rifles for service test; (2) the success of 
the .50-caliber machine gun, which is not 
only a standard for manufacture and issue, 
but is being issued to the Air Service as 
an aircraft gun and to the Coast Artillery 
as an anti-aircraft gun; and (3) the de- 
velopment of Browning automatic 37-mm. 
aircraft guns. 

Before taking up the subject of semi- 
automatic rifles, it is considered desirable 
to briefly go over a number of other items 
ef more or less importance to show just 
what has been accomplished. 


U. S. PISTOL IMPROVEMENT 


Four improvements have been made in 
the United States pistol, caliber .45, model 
of 1911, as follows: 


(a) A clearance has been cut for the 
trigger finger on the right-hand side of the 
receiver near the trigger. (b) The trig- 
ger has been made narrower, so that the 
space spanned by the trigger finger is 
shorter. (c) An extension of the upper 
part of the grip safety to protect the hand 
from contact with the hammer in its rear 
position; and (d) a curved extension of 
the stock or grip to the rear, so as to 
better fit the hand. 


Before any of these modifications were 
approved as a new standard for manufac- 
ture, they were tested in pilot models bv 
the Cavalry Board and recommended for 
adoption. In addition to the recommenda- 
tion of the Cavalry Board, models were 
demonstrated at Camp Perry and were ap- 
proved by pistol experts at the National 
Matches. Ten thousand of the new stand- 
ard automatic pistols, with improvements 
over the old standard, as noted above, 
have been manufactured and are now in 
use. 

In spite of such preliminary tests, ex- 
perience in the Service with these pistols 
indicates that the hand of the firer is still 
pinched between the thumb and forefinger, 
and that it may be necessary to alter the 
hammer by shortening the extension or by 
changing the angle of the extension. With 
this exception, the improved model is con- 
sidered very satisfactory and has undoubt- 
edly improved the usefulness of the pistol 
by providing a more suitable shape and 
other characteristics for improving the hold 
and the trigger pull. 


Development of improvements in _ the 
U. S. rifle, caliber .30, model of 1903 
(Service): One of the most successful 
weapons of the World War was the U. 8. 
rifle, caliber .30, model of 1903, popularly 
known as the Springfield rifle. Certain 
features of this rifle, however, have been 
criticized from time to time, the two most 
important parts being the stock and the 
rear sight. 


Stocks.—It was considered, for instance, 
that the U. S. rifle, caliber .30, model of 
1917, or the modified Enfield, had a more 
suitable stock and a better sight for battle 
requirements. The model of 1917 has a 
pistol-grip stock, i. e., a curved grip for the 
right hand in the rear of the trigger guard. 
A new design pistol-grip stock has been 
developed since the war. 

The improvements in the new stock over 
the old are as follows: (a) Length of 
stock: The length of the old stock from 
trigger to butt plate is 12%4 inches, while 
the new is 13 inches. (b) Amount of 
drop: The improved stock has nearly %4- 
inch more drop than the old, being 3.375 
inches as compared to 3.156 inches. (c) 
Height of comb: The comb of the im- 
proved stock has been raised 44-inch so as 
to better support the cheek. (d) Pistol 
grip: The old 1903 stock does not include 
a pistol grip, which the new stock features 
as the most important characteristic. The 
front of the pistol grip is 34% inches from 
the trigger. 


The general effect of these improvements 
is to give the rifleman a more comfortable 


and secure grip on the rifle when in the 
firing position.

REVISED OPERATING PLAN 
FOR FLEET ANNOUNCED 


NDER the revised U. S. Fleet operating 
plan for the calendar year of 1925, an- 
nounced this week by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, the Scouting 
Fleet, with the exception of Division 2, will 
be based on Guantanamo, Cuba, from Sep- 
tember 20 to November 29. Division 2, 
upon returning from the Pacific, is due to 
arrive at Panama on September 27, and 
will join balance of the Scouting Fleet at 
Guantanamo. The overhaul period for 
Division 3 will begin October 3. Gunnery 
exercises for the Scouting Fleet are to take 
place the latter part of October.. The 
Scouting Fleet will have another overhaul 
period beginning November 29. The fleet 
is due at home pprts on December 20. The 
control force of the Scouting Fleet will 
conduct its gunnery and tactical exercises 
offi the New England coast, and is due at 
home ports for overhaul December 6. 
The Battle Fleet, after its return from 
Australia by the way of Hawaii on Octo- 
ber 4, will have an overhaul period until 
October 18, when gunnery exercises will 
take place in the San Pedro area. The 
fleet is due to have another overhaul period 
in the San Pedro area beginning with No- 
vember 1 and extending to November 8. 
Gunnery exercises are scheduled for the 
Battle Fleet in the San Pedro area from 
November 8 until November 29, after 
which they will have another overhaul 
period. Tactical exercises will take place 
in the San Pedro area from December 13 
to December 20, and the calendar year will 
be closed with an overhaul period.

without the slightest expense to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Answering Dr. Gulick, Brig. Gen. John 
Ross Delafield, president of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States, 
gave out the following statement: 

“The Reserve Officers’ Association of 
the United States wants the Defense Test 
held annually on Armistice Day. From 
telegrams, telephone calls and letters being 
received it is evident that we are not alone 
in this desire. All patriotic and veterans’ 
societies are of the same opinion and en- 
dorse our position. 

“There is no doubt as to the value of the 
Defense Test. It is the one day in the 
year when the people of the nation inspect 
their common defense. It is purely Ameri- 
can, being a revival of the muster day 
established by the founders of our republic. 

“The Defense Test has increased and 
will continue to increase the efficiency of 
our citizen Army without a cent of cost 
to the Federal Government. 

“Armistice Day is most appropriate for 
the holding of the Defense Test. It be- 
longs to the defenders of the republic. It 
is the anniversary of our victory in the 
World War. Those who won the victory 
are the ones to say how it shall be cele- 
brated. The outstanding lesson of the 
World War is that we can only have hon- 
orable peace through preparedness. We 
can only prevent great losses by being pre- 
pared, and thus avoiding the terrible sacri- 
fice which we made during the last war 
because our citizens were not prepared.” 

National Commander John A. Drain, of 
the American Legion, not being satisfied 
with sending a long telegram to the Presi- 
dent in support of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association, from the headquarters at In- 
dianapolis, came to Washington and held 
a conference with a number of the leaders 
of veterans’ societies.

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MARINE CORPS SELECTION 
BOARD TO BE APPOINTED 


HE new Marine Corps personnel law. 

which was enacted at the last session 
of Congress, will really go into effect early 
in July, when a board is appointed to 
select colonels for the brigadier generals’ 
eligible list, and colonels for heads of the 
Staff Department. Under the act one 
hoard can be appointed to perform both 
functions, or a separate board for the 
line general officers and for the Staff De- 
partment heads. In either case the boards 
are to consist of five general officers. At 
the same time, an examination will be con- 
ducted for officers below the grade of 
colonel to fill prospective vacancies. 

The Marine Corps in July will really 
pass under a selective system for promo- 
tion. It will not be a rigid or drastic 
measure, but at the same time the law di- 
rects that the examining board should have 
“sufficient evidence before it to certify that 
an officer is professionally qualified for the 
next higher grade or rank.” Of course, 
much depends upon the board's interpre- 
tation of what is “sufficient evidence.” 

The provision of the act which creates 
an eligible list of colonels for promotion to 
brigadier generals also provides for retire- 
ment for-age in grade. Colonels who are 
not placed on the eligible list will retire 
upon reaching the age of 56. This, it is 
believed, will result in the retirement of a 
number of colonels after the board has 
made its report. 

With the next examination of officers 
below the rank of colonel, a system of 
retirement for age in grade will be initi- 
ated. In this class of officers retirement 
for age in grade will not come until after 
the failure of an officer to qualify for pro- 
motion the second time. Upon reexamina- 
tion, if the board cannot certify that an 
officer is qualified for the next higher 
grade, he will not be promoted. In the 
grade of lieutenant colonel an officer will 
be retired at the age of 50, and in the 
grade of major and company officers at 
the age of 45. If an officer has less than 
10 years’ service and does not qualify upon 
reexamination, he will be honorably dis- 
charged with one year’s pay. If he has 
more than 10 years’ service and does not 
ualify upon reexamination, he retires at 
2% percent for every year’s service, up to 
75 percent of his pay. 

On account of the cost of transportation, 
it is believed that the board of general 
officers will be selected from those on duty 
at Washington, although Brig. Gen. Harry 
Lee, at Parris Island, might be ordered to 
sit on the board. ‘The Secretary of the 
Navy will select the board of five from the 
following list, in addition to General Lee:

L. Feland, Brig. Gen. R. H. Lane, Brig.

THE Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy in a recent opinion holds that 
consideration of the provisions of the Act 
of August 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 589) dis- 
closes that the only service which may be 
counted for the purpose of transferring to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve is “naval service.” 
Therefore, service in the Coast Guard or 
the former Revenue Cutter Service while 
not operating under the jurisdiction of 
the Navy Department is not naval service, 
and accordingly may not be counted as 
such for the purpose of transfer to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve. 





NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 





HE United States fleet assembled in 

Pacific waters sailed from San Francisco 
on April 15. This fleet, which consisted of 
practically all the Battle Fleet, the U.S.S. 
Wyoming, 7 light cruisers, 25 destroyers, 
12 submarines with tenders and supply 
ships from the Scouting Fleet, was desig- 
nated as the Blue Fleet and was placed in 
command of Adm. 8S. 8S. Robison, U.S.N., 
Commander-in-Chief, Battle Fleet. 

The ships got under way in the morning 
and left the Golden Gate on scheduled time. 
The departure of this large number of ships 
through a comparatively narrow entrance 
without a single casualty is considered an 
excellent performance when the fact that 
this fleet had not been operating together 
is considered. 

The U.S.S. Overton broke down shortly 
after getting under way and prior to leav- 
ing San Francisco Bay, and although she 
stopped in the middle of the channel there 
was comparatively little confusion and no 
casualties. 

Immediately upon getting clear of the 
San Francisco Lightship all ships ran into 
a very dense fog, which continued until the 
following day. During the fog all ships 
kept together and there were no accidents. 

After the first day the fleet was exercised 
in tactical maneuvers, gunnery, communica- 
tion and other exercises, and all hands 
received the benefit of the 12-day cruise. 
Due to the separation of the two fleets and 
to the limited time available for strategical 
and tactical exercises opportunities like the 
cruise to Honolulu are eagerly taken ad- 
vantage of to perfect the fleet in these 
things. 

At the end of about three days at sea 
“radio silence’ was laid en all ships and 
no messages were sent except for urgent 
military reasons. Messages from shore sta- 
tions and the press were received by the 
ships, but no administrative work was 
earried on by radio. 

During the trip the fleet was exercised 
at fueling at sea. The hospital ship Relief 
was with the fleet and numerous operating 
eases from destroyers and other ships were 
transferred to her. During the trip 
numerous ships reported light cases of in- 
fluenza, but on most of them the sickness 
only lasted for a comparatively few days 


and the personnel was in general in excel- 
lent shape by the time the actual war 
problem began. i ais 

Although the U.S.S. Marylarid had been 
left behind at the navy yard, she got away 
in time to join the fieet on April 24, prior 
to the start of the joint maneuvers. The 
U.S.S. S-23 and Partridge had also been 
left behind but managed to join the Blue 
Fleet during the maneuvers. 

The joint Army and Navy problem offi- 
cially commenced on April 15, but there 
were no contacts between the Black and 
Blue forces until April 25. Prior to the 
landing of the Marines accompanying the 
Blue force there was great activity be- 
tween the opposing air forces, destroyers, 
submarines and bombardment of the shore 
stations by all classes of surface craft 
which was replied to by the shore batteries. 

The Marine Expeditionary Force, under 
the command of Maj. Gen. W. C. Neville, 
U.S.M.C., was landed early in the morning 
on the north coast of Oahu while a feint 
attack with a small force of Marines was 
landed on another part of the coast. The 
landing was made very expeditiously and 
was considered a very remarkable perform- 
ance, as there were no casualties to the 
men or the boats. During the landing the 
bombing planes, observation planes and 
fighting planes from the Black force made 
numerous attacks, which were repelled by 
the planes from the Blue Fleet and by the 
antiaircraft batteries of all the surface 
craft. : 

During the landing the Black force sub- 
marines were very active, but their activi- 
ties were counterbalanced by the fast work 
of the Blue Fleet destroyers, which were 
very efficient in protecting the Blue Fleet. 

The movement of this large number of 
combatant ships, accompanied by a large 
train and with many engagements with 
enemy forces, was accomplished without a 
single casualty to personnel or material, 
with the exception of one or two planes on 
both sides which made forced landings, but 
without injury to personnel. 

Admiral Robison, commander-in-chief of 
the Blue Fleet, highly commended all the 
personnel of the fleet on the excellent man- 
ner in which each one of them did his par- 
ticular work and on the very successful 
completion of this grand exercise.

These bids will be followed by requests 
for bids for a twin-engine plane to be built 
around the Wright “Cyclone” air-cooled 
engine recently developed and tested in a 
flight from Paterson, N. J., to Washington. 


Experiments with these two planes are 
expected to go far in determining the new 
type of planes for the carriers, and not 
until this decision is made will planes for 
the carriers be built in quantity. 


THE Los Angeles, Navy dirigible, re- 
turned to Lakehurst, N. J., on May 10 
from a 3,200-mile trip to Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands. Slight difficulty was 
experienced in landing, when the dirigible 
missed her water ballast which had been 
heaved overboard to lighten her while rid- 
ing through a storm. After a consider- 
able amount of helium gas had been lib- 
erated, the airship was moored. Capt.

ENDORSE SOLDIER CHAPLAINS 


ONE of the sections adopted recently at 
the conference in Washington of Regu- 
lar Army and Reserve Chaplains of va- 
rious denominations, to consider plans for 
strengthening the program of moral and 
religious training of soldiers, was the fol- 
lowing: 


“We believe that religious ministry to sol- 
diers can best be rendered by men who are also 
soldiers and to whom has been accorded that 
evidence of respect and honor which soldiers 
recognize by the very instincts of their pro- 
fession—the commission and rank of an officer. 
This conviction, which is held most earnestly, 
is based on the long and varied experience of 
this group of chaplains. It is born of many 
sacred memories of confidences reposed in them 
in the camp, on the field, in the holds of trans- 
ports—contacts of soul with soul which would 
never have been made except by men who 
wore the same uniform were pledged to the 
same dangers and held by the same ties of loy- 
alty to military organization. There is noth- 
ing like the bond of having ‘drunk from _the 
same canteen.’ The clergymen or religious 
worker outside the military organization, who 
is not under orders, who is free to leave any 
moment when danger threatens or hardships 
become too severe, however great his talent or 
devotion, labors under heavy handicap as com- 
pered with the chaplain who belongs to the 
cutfit and in whom every man has a sense of 
ownership and pride. ‘Our chaplain,’ though 
he be only a two-talent man, can do more 
effective service than even a ten-talent man 
who has no such bonds of fellowship.”

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


T develops that all the plans for making 
I aviation one of the major studies at 
Annapolis were submitted to President 
Coolidge before they were approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy. The President 
went into the matter in detail with the 
Secretary, and it is doubtful whether any 
Chief Executive ever looked into a matter 
of administration of a department so inti- 
mately as President Coolidge did in the 
change in the course at the Naval 
Academy. 

Further than this, the President has in- 
dicated that he wishes to look over the 
report of the General Staff Corps of the 
Army on aviation, after it has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War. In dis- 
cussing the subject with the press, the 
President indicated that he thought the 
Military Academy could follow the general 
lines laid down for the Naval Academy in 
the development of aviation. In this mat- 
ter, however, he will consider carefully the 
study made by the General Staff and the 
recommendation of the Secretary of War. 


ARMY STUDYING SUBJECT 


| NDER these conditions it is assumed 
that the General Staff is making a 
thorough study of the subject. It will 
not only take into consideration what 
should be done at the Academy and in the 
Regular Army but what would be the best 
plan for the development of an adequate 
Reserve air force. The War Department 
General Staff has somewhat of a different 
problem to work out than that which con- 
fronted the Navy General Board. The 
chief consideration of the General Board 
was the development of aviatior for the 
fleet. While there would be considerable 
expansion in the event of war for a naval 
air force, it would be comparatively small 
to that which would be required of the 
Army. 

Not only the finances of the nation will 
make it impossible for the Army to main- 
tain in peace an adequate air force for 
war, but under a voluntary system it 
could not secure the personnel for an air 
force that would be required for an’ Army 
running into the millions. The War De- 
partment General Board must work out 
some system of developing an _ effective 
reserve air force. 


MAY HAVE N.C.0. FLYERS 


I* is understood that the General Staff 
has under consideration plans which 
will develop noncommissioned flyers as 
well as commissioned fiyers. This has 
been suggested in a number of memoran- 
dums on the subject submitted to the 
General Staff from time to time, and it is 
possible that this will be one of the fea- 
tures of the General Staff's report on the 
subject. 

How far the General Staff will go in its 
recommendations for the Military Academy 
has not yet been decided. As stated in 
these columns last week, it has been de- 
cided to add to the curriculum of the 
Military Academy a number of subjects 
which will come under the head of aero- 
nautics. The Academy has been taking 
the subject seriously, but whether the Gen- 
eral Staff will go as far as the Navy in 
the matter has not yet been decided. In 
the Navy it is stated that physical dis- 
qualifications which will necessarily pre- 
vent some graduates from flying will be 
the only bar to eventually qualifying all 
junior officers as either pilots or observers, 
after final qualifying courses at such train- 
ing centers as Pensacola and San Diego. 

In both the Army and Navy the avia- 
tion schools will be necessarily enlarged. 
There will be more student officers at all 
schools, and flying schools may be de- 
veloped in the vicinity of both West Point 
and Annapolis. As the result of the new 
policy for the Army and Navy there will 
be some personnel legislation submitted to 
Congress at the next session. This is 
being considered in both the War and 
Navy Departments. 


STRESSES PRACTICAL WORK 


1X answer to some of the critics of the 

new course at the Naval Academy, 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur took occa- 
sion on May 12 to emphasize the practical 
work in aviation that will be required of 
midshipmen. He said that the course had 
not been all worked out, but that it was 
decided that all of the midshipmen who 
were physically able would be required to 
go up in the air, either as pilots or ob- 
servers. 

“Of course, during the year,” said the 
Secretary, “the midshipmen will be given 
thorough instruction in the theory of aero- 
nautics and in ground work, but this will 
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only be with a view of qualifying them as 
pilots or observers. Flying will be on the 
par with duty afloat in the Navy. 


FIN. DEPT. “BOOKKEEPING” 


B ECAUSE the Finance Department of 
the War Department refused to pur- 
sue the general policy that is laid down 
in an old decision of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury to the effect that mileage for 
travel that is started at the close of the 
fiscal year can be paid from the appropria- 
tions of that year, even if the officer does 
not report to his new post until the next 
fiscal year, the leaves of officers of the 
Army who have been attending Service 
schools are being shortened. In a great 
many instances the policy adopted by the 
Finance Department is proving very em- 
barrassing to the officers affected. 

This, and a number of other inconve- 
niences to which officers are subjected, in 
a measure is due to the workings of the 
Budget. The authorities in the War De- 
partment are straining every nerve to 
make a showing of economy. The Gov- 
ernment would really lose nothing if the 
funds for left-over mileage were turned 
back to the Treasury and reappropriated. 
This, however, would not look like econ- 
omy in the “expert bookkeeping” which is 
now the raging fad among those who are 
handling the funds of the Services. 


While the Comptroller General is by 
all odds the chief offender in his campaign 
for humiliation for the Services, the Fi- 
nance Department is not altogether blame- 
less. There does not seem to be any effort 
in this department to insist upon the 
rights of officers and men in the Service, 
but a disposition to run to the Comptroller 
General with administrative matters which 
rightfully belong to the War Department. 


WORK AT NAVY YARDS 


[N the distribution of the work among 
the various navy yards, the New York 
Yard will be allotted one of the new 
cruisers. This yard will not have any of 
the modernization work of the old battle- 
ships, but there will be considerable in- 
crease in repair work at the yard. 

In the modernization program the battle- 
ships Utah and Florida will be assigned 
to Boston, the Wyoming and Arkansas to 
Philadelphia, and the New York and Texas 
to Norfolk. The Mare Island Navy Yard 
has been alloted the new fleet submarine, 
and the Puget Sound Yard the submarine 
tender Holland. Most of the moderniza- 
tion work will start about July 1. It 
will be some time before much work can 
be done on the new cruisers. The appro- 
priations made by Congress for the new 
cruisers are insufficient to permit any 
great advance in construction. 


LINE AND STAFF TITLES 


CCORDING to reports that are cur- 

rent around the Navy Department, the 
Staff title controversy came up last Win- 
ter during the discussion in the Navy De- 
partment of the various bills for the 
equalization of promotion between the Line 
and the Staff. A memorandum was pre- 
pared which was afterwards submitted to 
the Secretary of the Navy, as an opinion 
of the Judge Advocate General, in which 
the claim was made that the present mili- 
tary titles of the Staff are not legal. 

It is stated that part of the opposition 
to the equalization bill in the department 
agreed to support the bill if the Staff was 
willing to accept the same titles as those 
that are held by Staff officers in the Brit- 
ish Navy. A-.committee of officers from 
the Staff, it is stated, rejected the pro- 
posal, and this, according to a number of 
officers who were interested in the equali- 
zation bill, is responsible for holding up 
the bill. 

Up to this writing, it is stated that 
the Staff officers have not submitted a 
memorandum to the Secretary of the Navy. 
The Secretary has discussed the subject 
with Staff officers in the department, but 
no memorandum representing the general 
views of Staff officers has been submitted 
to the Secretary. There are differences 
of opinion in the Staff as well as the 
Line. Some of the Staff officers are not 
especially interested in military titles, and 
would be willing to accept the change pro- 
posed by the Line if an equalization bill 
were passed by Congress. Others regard 
the suggestion in the opinion as humiliat- 
ing and would prefer to see the equaliza- 
tion bill defeated rather than have the title 
of rank they now hold changed. 

The Secretary of the Navy has not yet 
approved the — of the Judge Advo- 
cate General. Secretary Wilbur served on 
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the supreme court bench of California 
and has been frequently mentioned in con- 
nection with vacancies on the United 
States Supreme Court bench, which makes 
him rather cautious in approving any opin- 
ion. His approval of the opinion would 
have great weight with Congress and, as 
a consequence, he is going over the papers 
in the case as carefully as if he were sit- 
ting on the supreme bench. 

The approval of the opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General by the Secretary of the 
Navy will practically force legislation in 
Congress, provided the Secretary does not 
discard the present military titles of Staff 
officers to simply the title of office held be- 
fore the Daniels’ order was issued. Chair- 
man Butler, of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, who was in Washington 
recently, admitted this, and said that the 
committee would be ready to take up the 
question immediately if recommendations 
were submitted. The hearings will prove 
very interesting. 


THE HAWAIIAN MANEUVERS 


LL that has been written about the 

Hawaiian maneuvers has only whetted 
the appetite of the public for the report 
of the umpires, which will be submitted by 
Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, Chief of Staff. 
General Hines is on his way home and is 
expected to arrive in San Francisco about 
June 1. He will stop off two or three 
places for inspections on his trip to Wash- 
ington and will probably be ready to sub- 
mit his report upon arrival at the War 
Department. 

Of course, the Army and Navy knew 
long ago that the defenses of Honolulu 
were inadequate. At the same time, the 
report on the maneuvers will be read with 
interest. As has been previously stated, 
the reports sent from Honolulu seem to 
indicate that even the strength fixed by the 
War Department for the garrisons of 
Hawaii was not sufficient. A complete 
division of mobile troops in addition to 
the War Department program for 16-inch 
coast defense guns and a proper number of 
airplanes appear to be the minimum. 

The real value of the maneuvers is that 
they will fix the responsibility for any 
deficiency upon Congress. The recommen- 
dations of the War Department, it is now 
acknowledged, were extremely conserva- 
tive. Despite this fact the recommenda- 
tions have been ignored by Congress. The 
reports on the maneuvers will make it 
plain to the people that the defenses of 
the Pacific are inadequate and that itis 
up to Congress to remedy this state of 
affairs. In this the Budget will share the 
blame in the minds of thinking people. If 


the National Defense Organization should ° 


conduct an aggressive campaign of educa- 
tion Congress will be inclined to yield, 
even if it has to ignore in a measure the 
recommendation of the Budget. 

Not only the Hawaiian maneuvers but 
the Panama maneuvers of last year point 
out plainly that 119,000 men is not a suffi- 
cient Regular Army. There will be a 
shortage of Regular troops in this year’s 
training camps, and not a soldier can be 
spared to send either to Hawaii or 
Panama. General Pershing, in his recom- 
mendation of a minimum Regular Army 
of 13,000 officers and 150,000 men, is 
fully sustained by the lessons of the 
Hawaiian and Panama maneuvers. 


AGAINST W. D. PUBLIC WORKS 


N a circular letter sent out to all the 

civil engineers of the country, Represen- 
tative Adam M. Wyant, of the 31st Con- 
gressional District of Pennsylvania, urges 
that they organize in an effort to secure 
legislation which will remove the river and 
harbor work from the jurisdiction of the 


- War Department and the Corps of Engi- 


neers. Mr. Wyant frankly states that he 
is “acting on the suggestion of the officials 
of the American Engineering Council,” and 
encloses a copy of a speech which he had 
inserted in the Congressional Record under 
a leave to extend his remarks, on Tuesday, 
March 3, just before the adjournment of 
Congress. His address was entitled “The 
Place of Public Works in Government 
Reorganization.” 

Mr. Wyant’s plans are outlined in a cir- 
cular letter, which says in part: 

“T feel strongly that this movement for 
a division of public works should be pushed 
aggressively, and the engineers of this coun- 
try are the logical ones to assist in develop- 
ing the best public-works organization 
possible. 

“As soon as the next Congress convenes 
a public-works measure will be introduced 
which will provide for a suitable coordina- 
tion of all the public-works activities of the 








Federal Government. This will provide a 
measure for public works free of the in- 
volved question of Government reorganiza- 
tion in its entirety. 

“IT am very hopeful that you personally, 
as a public-spirited engineer, will become 
interested in this work and help your duly 
constituted engineering organization in 
their efforts.” 


CLAIMS ARMY OPPOSITION 


1% the course of the speech there is 
reference to the alleged activities of the 
Army engineers in opposition to his plans. 
In this connection he says: 

“T have watched the careful plan of the 
Corps of Engineers here in Washington to 
hold this civil works. I have been inter- 
ested to know what was in back of all of 
it. Are these men on the Government pay- 
roll wasting their time in this effort? 
have been informed that the former Chief 
of Engineers sent out extensive propaganda 
into many sections of the country. Upon 
analyzing this problem I believe we will 
find the Army engineers are barking up the 
wrong tree.” 

As a matter of fact, the bill (H. R. 
9629) which provides for the reorganiza- 
tion of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment does not provide for the transfer of 
river and harbor work from the War De- 
partment to the Interior Department, as 
proposed in Mr. Wyant’s propaganda. The 
Brown Commission, which prepared the 
recommendations for the reorganization for 
the departments of the Government, did 
contain it, but it was stricken out by the 
congressional committee to which it was 
referred. It requires no effort on the part 
of the War Department or the Army engi- 
neers to retain river and harbor work. 


THE CASE OF COMDR. HUFF 


HE Secretary of the Navy stated that 

he did not care to comment upon the 
verdict of the court which decided that 
Lt. Comdr. Earl P. Huff was not guilty of 
conduct unbecoming of an officer and gen- 
tleman because he had refused to pay his 
divorced wife an alimony, according to the 
decree of the California court. 

His only purpose in ordering the trial 
of Commander Huff by court-martial, the 
Secretary said, was to cooperate with the 
civil courts. He did not think that because 
a man was in the Service that he should 
be able to escape the effect of the verdict 
of a civil court. It was his opinion that 
it would be poor policy to retry Com- 
mander Huff, although it has been held in 
some cases that this could be done by 
military courts. 


NAVY PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 


HYSICAL examinations of officers in 

the Navy are put on an entirely new 
basis under a recommendation of the Sur- 
geon General, which was approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy on May 7, 1925. 
Under the new order of procedure exami- 
nations will be made not so much for the 
purpose of finding whether an officer should 
be retired but with the view of determining 
whether some treatment cannot be found 
which will restore his physical condition 
to a Service status.

Lt. B. R. Holeombe, U.S.N., on duty in 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, arrived at An- 
napolis May 11 to confer with the Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy and the 
heads of the departments on the practical 
operation of the new plan. Extension of 
the present aeronautical subjects already 
being taught at the Academy to include a 
complete “ground course” will be planned 


while Lieutenant Holcombe is at An- 
napolis. 
To date the four-year course at the 


Naval Academy has devoted 311% hours of 
instruction to aviation direct, while 254% 
hours have been devoted to the study of 
military aviators. With the exception of 
the actual operation of the planes, the 
midshipmen have, for the last few years, 
been given a more thorough course in the 
sciences on which aviation is based than 
is given in any other school in the United 
States which trains aviation pilots. 
Subjects vital to the training of com- 
petent aviators, such as weather, gunnery, 
navigation, piloting, ship handling, radio, 
communications, engineering and maneu- 
vering are taught at the Naval Academy 
during the entire course. Physical deyel- 
opment, so necessary a part of an avia- 
tor’s requirements, is kept uppermost in 
the mind of every midshipman, and prob- 


ably a larger percentage of young men 
physically qualified for aviation duties 


will be found at the Naval Academy than 
in any other institution in the country. 

Aeronautics in one form or another has 
been taught in the Department of Seaman- 
ship, Ordnance and Gunnery, Navigation, 
Marine Engineering and Naval Construc- 
tion, Mathematics, Electrical Engineering 
and Physics. In the last-named depart- 
ment a total of 111 hours are devoted to 
the study of the theory of flight, to radio, 
beth general radio and aircraft radio, and 
to all subjects under the science of physics 
which are essential to a thorough knowl- 


edge of aeronautics. Among these are 
fundamental units, density and_ specific 


gravity, essential in the study of atmos- 
phere and lifting gases, hydrogen and he- 
lium; pressure in fluids and pressure in 
air, essential to aerostatics in determina- 
tion of airship lift and resistance; gravi- 


tation and equilibrium, resolution of 
forces, necessary for an understanding of 
stability of airplanes; work, power, en- 
ergy, specific heat, evaporation, heat trans- 
fer and thermodynamics—all essential to 
the study of aerology. 

In the Department of Marine Engineer- 
ing and Naval Construction studies and 
practical drills are given, for a total of 
18 hours, in airplane engines, carburetors 
and magnetos. For this purpose there 
are in use four different types of airplane 
engines, both air cooled and water cooled. 

Thirty-two hours have been devoted to 
aerial navigation, piloting, and general 
navigation. This is one of the most im- 
portant requirements of aviators, either 
military or civil. 


In the Department of Ordnance and 
Gunnery, 674% hours have been devoted 
to the study of aircraft guns, machine 


guns, aerial gunnery and bomb dropping. 
Defense against aircraft forms a part of 
this course, and a great part of the time 
is devoted to a study of bombs, torpedoes, 
mines, and the science of ballistics, that 
part of ordnance which deals with the 
manufacture and application of explosives 
and their use in every type of gun used in 
the military service. 

In the past, 17144 hours have been de- 
voted in the Department of Seamanship 
to the study of strategy and tactics as 
applied to aviation, and include a study 
of the various types of airplanes and the 
problems arising from their use with naval 
vessels. Under this department are in- 
cluded the important studies of communi- 
cation, signals, war instructions, laws of 
storms and aerology, and weather signals. 

Forty hours have been devoted to Me- 
chanics, which is a fundamental subject 
in the education of aviators. 

The new policy inaugurated by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy on May 5, wherein 
aviation is made one of the major sub- 
jects at the Naval Academy, is a further 
logical step in giving to the Navy com- 
plete knowledge and appreciation of naval 
aviation. By the establishment of the De- 
partment of Engineering and Aeronautics 
and of the Department of Seamanship and 
Flight Tactics, the courses previously in 
progress, bearing on aviation, will be 
broadened in scope, and the entire sub- 
ject of aviation instruction will be estab- 
lished as one of first importance. 

With the added theoretical instruction 
in aviation will go, under the new plan, 
added practical experience in ground work 
and the principle of fiying, both during 
the academic year and the three Summer 
months of intensive instruction to mem- 
bers of the first class. 





THE MOUNTED SERVICES 





VERY interesting demonstration was 

recently given of airplane bombing and 
machine gunnery and the use of a smoke 
screen with Cavalry. A Martin bomber 
from Aberdeen Preving Ground, Md., com- 
manded by 1st Lt. Barker, A.S., was flown 
here especially to take part in the demon- 
stration. The smoke screen was laid down 
by a plane flying in front of an assumed 
enemy line to screen a mounted attack of 
cavalry across an open space of ground un- 
til the moment immediately preceding act- 
ual contact with the enemy. 


D URING the past winter months, each 
organization of school troops has given 
a demonstration, or exhibition, in the West 
Riding Hall, Ft. Riley, Kans. 

3attery A, 9th Field Artillery, gave a 
stirring driving exhibition at fast gaits in 
a restricted space, using four gun carriages. 
Machine Gun Troop No. 1 gave an ex- 
hibition with a platoon at fast gaits show- 
ing the mobility of a Cavalry machine gun 
unit and the speed obtainable in going into 
und out of action. Company A, 9th En- 
gineers (Mounted) gave an exhibition of 
rapid erection of a small bridge, with the 
entire company riding over it upon com- 
pletion. 

The Headquarters Troop, 2d Cavalry, 
gave an exhibition of opening and closing 
a radio station in fast time, with the mes- 
sages sent being reproduced over loud 
speakers in the baleony. The Service 
Troop gave a driving drill with escort 
wagons. Troop A gave a mounted musical 
drill followed by a fire jump. Troop B 
exhibited and explained 26 different types 
of foreign horse equipment from the Cav- 
alry Board Museum and the changes in 
equipment which has been recommended 
by the Cavalry Board. Troop C gave a 
mounted drill without commands followed 
by a mounted charge and fire jump. Troop 
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E demonstrated pistol and saber attacks 
by squads, a platoon saber charge and a 
fire jump, with rifle firing mounted, as 


well as jumping over a human obstacle 
and through a human window. Troop F 


gave an exhibition of individual pistol and 
saber work with a mounted charge and 
fire jump, also a mounted pyramid and 
jumping a table and a horse lying on the 
ground. Troop G gave a mounted drill 
with bugles, a pistol and saber charge, a 
dismounted attack in line and a fire jump. 


CCORDING to reports received by the 

Quartermaster General, a_ total of 
28,400 mares were bred to remount stal- 
lions standing in more than 40 states of 
the Union since the inception of the horse- 
breeding plan in 1921, resulting in a re- 
ported foal crop of 13,100. However, as 
it is extremely difficult to induce farmers 
and breeders to send in reports of their 
foals, it may be safely assumed that be- 
tween 2,000 and 4,000 foals were never re- 
ported, so that the percentage of foals 
obtained to the number of mares bred is 
safely estimated at about 50 percent. 

For the 1925 breeding season it is esti- 
mated that 13,000 mares will be bred to 
560 stallions, and that the resulting foals, 
based on the number obtained in previous 
years, should be between 6,000 and 7,000.

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THE ARMY AIR SERVICE 


THE 88th Observation Squadron, U.S.A., 
Wilbur Wright Field, was scheduled 
to leave for Kentucky about May 15 for 
annual maneuvers with the Artillery. 

The Squadron will be gone for several 
weeks, operating from an advance base at 
Bowman Field, Louisville. The maneu- 
vers will be carried on at Camp Knox 
with the 3d Field Artillery, U.S.A., from 
Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Indianapolis. The 
airplane will play a more important role 
this year than ever before, due to the per- 
fecting of a new type of radio sending and 
receiving set whereby observers can direct 
gun fire by voice from the air. 

Members of the Squadron will deliver 
mail to troops marching to and from Camp 
Knox during the maneuvers by dropping 
same from an airplane. Among the offi- 
cers who will take part in the maneuvers 
from Wilbur Wright are Maj. H. J. 
Knerr, C.O. of the 88th; Capts. Henry 
Pascale and John G. Colgan and Lt. M. N. 
Stewart. About 25 enlisted men, including 
several enlisted pilots, will also partici- 
pate. 

The aviators will return each week-end 
for supplies and work on their planes. 


IVE flyers lost their lives in three air- 

plane accidents last week. First Lts. 
Arthur G. Watson and John D. Barrigar, 
A.S., U.S.A.; Sergeant Henson, of the 
Regular Army; Lt. Walter J. Wood, AS- 
Res; and Boyd W. Roberts were the 
victims. 

The Army plane in which Lieutenant 
Watson and Sergeant Henson were flying 
fell near San Jose, Costa Rica, and burned 
up. Lieutenant Barrigar met his death 
when his plane hit a tree and took. fire 
near Del Carmen, Pampanga Province, 
P. I. Pvt. John Tabor, his mechanic, 
escaped with slight injuries. 

Lieutenant Wood was piloting his plane 
near Sand Point Aviation Field, on Lake 
Washington, when it fell 100 feet. Both 
Lieutenant Wood and his passenger lived 
in Seattle. 


THE International Air Races will be 
held this year between September 17 
and October 3, and the Army Air Service 
is planning to enter the following events:

nected with the Air Service Units within 
their Corps Areas. The experience, skill 
and physical condition of the individual 
should be carefully considered in selecting 
the pilots, it is stated. 


All participants in the races are re- 
quired to have the annual pilot’s license 
from the National Aeronautic Association, 
and in order to avoid last-minute conges- 
tion and delay, the association has _ re- 
quested that all pilots who intend making 
application to fly in the coming Interna- 
tional Air Races send in their applica- 
tions for licenses at once.

TO LAUNCH V-3 JUNE 9 


HE submarine U.S.S. V-3, the third of 
*the V-boats to be built at the Navy 
Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., will be launched 
at that navy yard on June 9, 1925. Mrs. 
Louis R. de Steiguer, wife of Rear Ad- 
miral de Steiguer, commandant of the First 
Naval District, will be sponsor. 

These three submarines, U.S.S. V-1, V-2, 
and V-3, are designed to accompany the 
3attle Fleet at sea in any weather and at 
any speed which the Fleet itself can main- 
tain, having four 6-cylinder Diesel engines. 
The living spaces for both officers and men 
are very much improved over any previous 
submarines built for our Navy. 

The principal characteristics of the class 
are: Length over all, 341 feet 6 inches; 
beam, maximum, 27 feet 654 inches; dis- 
placement, surface, 2,164 tons; speed, sur- 
face, 21 knots, submerged, 9 knots; sub- 
mergence test depth, 200 feet ; and designed 
diving time, 60 seconds. 








With THE NATIONAL GUARD 





AN important change has_ been made 
concerning the Summer field training 
of the 244th Artillery (9th N. Y.), Col. 
John J. Byrne, and the 212th Artillery 
(12th N. Y¥.), Col. William Ottman. In- 
stead of going to Camp Upton, Long 
Island, this Summer, these units have 
been directed by the War Department to 
proceed to Ft. Ontario, Oswego, N. Y., 
which the National Guardsmen will find 
a much more attractive camp than that on 
Long Island. The fort is situated at the 
junction on Oswego River with Lake On- 
tario, and affords fine facilities for bath- 
ing. etc. While at the fort both regiments 
will receive instruction with antiaircraft 
guns and with 155-mm. guns. There may 
be a slight change in camp dates as origi- 
nally set, and at this writing the dates 
are still under advisement. 


THE Adjutant General of North Caro- 
lina, under date of May 1, announces 
the following as to state for the 
troops: 

The Advisory Board, which is composed 
of one representative of each branch of 
the Service, met in Raleigh on April 24 for 
the purpose of determining how the state 
appropriation for the next two years, com- 
mencing July 1, shall be spent. It was 
decided to work on the following basis so 
far as officers belonging to organizations 
and enlisted men are concerned: 

Captains and certain lieutenants com- 
manding organizations will be paid $100 
per annum. 

Lieutenants belonging to organizations, 
$50 per annum. 

Supply sergeants of organizations, $50 
per annum. 

Enlisted men will be paid 25 cents per 
drill for not to exceed 60 drills per an- 
num. , 

Should any surplus remain at the end 
of each fiscal year it will be applied to 
additional payments for the above. 


HERE will be available for issue to the 

National Guard this year a limited 
quantity of National Match ammunition, 
caliber .30, for use in try-outs for the selec- 
tion of teams to represent the various 
States at the National Rifle Matches. 

In view of the fact that this issue 
will be made only with reimbursement 
from Militia Bureau funds, and in order 
that delivery may be effected prior to 
try-outs and not later than July 1, 1925, 
it is requested that requisitions be sub- 
mitted, as soon as practicable, to respective 
Corps Area commanders for the number 


pay 


of rounds required and not to exceed 12,000 
per state. 

In case it is desired to secure more than 
12,000 rounds, the expense of the addi- 
tional ammunition must be met from 
other than Militia Bureau funds, at a 
cost of $61.36 per thousand rounds, and 
requisitions for such excess, accompanied 
by draft or post-office money order made 
payable to the Chief of Ordnance, should 
be forwarded in accordance with the pro- 
visions of paragraphs 867, 868 and 869, 
National Guard Regulations, 1922. 


HE Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 

ment has promulgated Changes No. 24, 
National Guard Regulations, 1922, which 
deals with the medical and hospital treat- 
ment of members of the National Guard 
while attending encampments, maneuvers, 
or other exercises, or at Service schools. 

Subparagraph (d), paragraph 694, Na- 
tional Guard Regulations, 1922, is _ re- 
scinded, and subparagraph (b), paragraph 
693, is changed as follows: 

693. (Changed by C.N.G.R. No. 7.) (b) 
Injury—Officers, warrant officers and en- 
listed men injured in line of duty while at 
encampments, maneuvers, or other exer- 
cises, or at Service schools, under the pro- 
visions of sections 94, 97 and 99 of the 
National Defense Act, as amended, and 
officers, warrant officers and enlisted men 
injured in line of duty when participating 
in aerial flights prescribed under the pro- 
visions of section 92 of said National De- 
fense Act, as amended, shall be entitled to 
medical and hospital treatment at Govern- 
ment expense until they are fit for trans- 
portation to their homes, and upon termi- 
nation of such medical and _ hospital 
treatment shall be entitled to transporta- 
tion to their homes at Government expense. 
For the purposes of this paragraph an 
“aerial flight’ is defined as a journey in 
an aircraft, and such aerial flight will 
begin when the aircraft leaves the ground 
and will terminate when again at rest on 
the ground. 

Persons entitled to hospitalization for 
injuries sustained under the provisions of 
this paragraph may, if no Army hospital 
is near and the circumstances warrant, be 
sent to civilian or private hospitals; Pro- 
vided, That the Chief, Militia Bureau, may 
arrange for the transfer of such cases from 
civilian or private hospitals to Army hos- 
pitals, and the cost of such transfer be 
paid from Federal funds, whenever he has 
determined from an investigation of the 
facts involved in each case that the neces- 
sary care and treatment can be supplied 
at less expense in an Army hospital. 





MILITARY TRAINING CAMPS 





FFICIAL figures compiled in the War 

Department as of May 4 indicate that 
although the opening date of the citizens’ 
military training camps is still more than 
two months distant, more than one-third 
of the 35,000 young men who are to at- 
tend the camps have been accepted for 
training. In this compilation, which was 
made this week by The Adjutant General’s 
Office, the 5th Corps Area, which embraces 
Ohio, West Virginia, Indiana, and Ken- 
tucky, lead with 5,165 or 86.1 per cent of 
its quota of 6,000 applications already re- 
ceived. This is 2,859 more applications 
than had been received as of April 30 last 
year. 

A survey of the April 30 C.M.T.C. en- 
rollment report indicates that there are 
still vacancies in the quotas for each corps 
area, which makes it possible for those 
young men who have not yet filed their 
applications to applv for admission to any 
of the camps. The War Department urges, 
however, that those who have been con- 
sidering attendance at the camps should 
act promptly so as to avoid possible dis- 
appointment through finding the quota for 
his section completed. 

In this most recent report to be com- 
piled, the 4th Corps Area, which_ in- 
cludes North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, and Louisiana, stands second with 
78.7 per cent of its quota of 5,700 appli- 
eations received. This exceeds the num- 
ber on the same date a year ago. 

The 6th Corps Area, which includes 
Illinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin, is third 
in standing, with 76.3 per cent of its quota 
of 5,600 applications already received. 
This is ap increase of 1,288 over those 
on hand a year ago. 

Fourth place is held by the 2d Corps 
Area, which embraces New York, New 
Jersey, and Delaware, with 66.9 per cent 
of its quota of 6,500 applications already 


received. On April 30, 1924, only 41.5 
per cent of the quota had been reached, 
the gain being 2,277 applications. 

The 9th Corps Area, which includes 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, Utah, Nevada and California, 
holds fifth place with a gain of 757 appli- 
cations over the corresponding date in 
1924. This section has been allocated 4,500 
applications. 

The 3d Corps Area, embracing Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia, with a quota of 5,600, is in 
sixth place, showing a gain of 894 applica- 
tions over those on hand a year ago. 

To the 1st Corps Area, which includes 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island, 
goes seventh place with 45.9 per cent of 
its quota of 4,400 applications being re- 
ceived at this time. This is an increase of 
479 over the corresponding period last year. 

The eighth position is held by the 8th 
Corps Area, which covers Texas, Okla- 
homa, Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona, 
which has a quota of 5,000 applications, 
and although this is an increase of 700 
over the quota for last year the applica- 
tions already received approximate the 
same number as last year at this same 
period. 

The 7th Corps Area, including Missouri, 
Kansas, Arkansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota and South Dakota, has 
a quota of 6,700 applications, and although 
it is in ninth place it has reported 201 
more applications on hand on April 30 
than had been received to that date a 
year ago. 

A statement of applications to April 30 
runs as follows: 1st Corps Area, 2,020; 
2d Corps Area, 4,354; be Corps Area, 
2.584; 4th Corps Area, 4,489; 5th Corps 
Area, 5.165; 6th Corps Area, 4,274; 7th 
Corps Area, 1,762; 8th Corps Area, 1,700; 
9th Corps Area, 2,883; total, 29,231. 


WEST POINT SPORTS 


RMY athletes competed in _ seven 

branches of sports on May 9, winning 
four events and losing three. The Cadets 
were defeated by New York University at 
baseball, 6 to 3; they lost to the same 
college at tennis, 7 to 2, and to Syracuse 
at golf by a score of 6 to 0. 

The West. Pointers defeated Boston 
College and New York University on the 
track by the following score: Army, 68; 
Boston College, 43; New York University, 
24. At lacrosse Army defeated University 
of Pennsylvania, 8 to In two rifie 
matches the Cadets were victorious, as 
follows: Army, 1,344; Old Guard of New 
York,, 1,211; Army, 1,104; University of 
Pennsylvania, 1,065. 

The setback in baseball was the fifth 
consecutive defeat for the Cadets. Bliss, 
Army pitcher, again demonstrated that he 
is undoubtedly the Cadets’ best boxman. 
He allowed the collegians but five hits, but 
in the eighth inning momentarily weak- 
ened, allowing two hits in quick succes- 
sion, issuing a pass to the next man and 
then yielding another hit to the fourth 
batter. 

A wild throw to first by Soule helped 
to clear the bases, and the Violet won the 
game then and there. Torpe, N.Y.U. star 
pitcher, was in good form, and although 
Army hit him rather freely, he kept the 
hits scattered and, aided by fast fielding, 
was returned the winner. 


THE Army tennis team won but two of 
the nine matches with New York Uni- 
versity. Cadet Garbisch defeated Miles, 
captain of the N.Y.U. team, in the singles, 
while Cadets Jones and Hutton won one 
double match for Army, defeating Geyker- 
son and Guzy of the Violet. 


HE Army golfers were whitewashed at 

Cornwall on the links of the Storm 
King Club, Syracuse doing the trick, 6 
to 0. The upstaters made a clean sweep 
of the singles matches and the foursomes. 
Thompson, of Syracuse, was high scorer 
with a card of 76. Sovik, another Orange 
golfer, turned in a card of 78. Favour, 
with a score of 83, was Army’s high man. 


ON the track, the Cadets took all of the 
field events but failed to land a winner 
in the races. Calhoun was beaten 6 inches 
in the 2-mile race by Lermont, Boston 
College’s crack entry, who has something 
of an Olympic reputation. Schoonmaker, 
of New York University, ran the dash 
entries off their feet in both the century 
and 220-yard races. Buell, of Army, was 
second to him in the 100 and Nourse, of 
Army, trailed him closely in the 220. 

Cadet Heacock took’ third in both these 
events. “Tiny” Hewitt won for Army in 
both the shotput and hammer-throw events.

wit with the joint exercises of the 
Army and Navy (including the Marine 
Corps) at Hawaii, just concluded, and the 
Summer training camps to be participated 
in by the Regular Army, National Guard, 
Organized Reserve, Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps and the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps, and the practice cruises 
arranged by the Navy Department for the 
Naval Reserves and Naval Militia, the 
land, air and sea forces of the United 
States have a progressive program of prac- 
tical training in advance of anything pre- 
viously held. 

History teaches that most joint opera- 
tions have failed. because of lack of co- 
operation and lack of teamwork, which was 
the result of a lack of essential training. 
In the joint Army and Navy exercises at 
Hawaii, conducted under conditions ap- 
proximating those of war as closely as 
possible, the weak and strong elements of 
the land and naval forces became known, 
the arrangements made by the fleet for the 
attack on a fortified place were tested, and 
likewise the inadequacy of the means of 
defense of the garrison, as well as the 
adequacy of the training plans, under 
limited appropriations. 

At the Summer training camps the 
training prescribed is systematically pro- 
gressive, embodying general principles laid 
down by the War Department, and corps 
area commanders are allowed proper lati- 
tude in arranging for the carrying out of 
these principles. It is expected that some- 
thing like 300,000 Regulars, National 
Guardsmen, Reservists and others will be 
present at the various camps. 

An important and essential departure in 
the training of Reserve officers in camp 
this year is that which will give them the 
status of emergency officers, mobilized for 


active field service, and to be given 
ractical command in combat training. 
his will prevail in every corps area. 


Under this plan the Reserve officer will 
get the same training during his limited 
time in camps as the Regular officer. They 
will be under the supervision of the Regu- 
lar officer commanding the camp, will be 
ordered to take their place according to 
their respective ranks. Thus, a Reserve 
officer with the rank of colonel will com- 
mand the regiment, majors will command 
battalions, captains will command com- 
panies, and so on. Unit training will also 
be a feature at each camp. 

This plan is one of common sense, and 
is an incentive to Reserve officers to be 
fully prepared to meet the responsibilities 
they are charged with under their respec- 
tive offices. 

At all the camps, 
training in discipline and technique, 


in addition to the

elevating environment will be provided for, 
and those attending will be imbued with 
a proper appreciation of dignity of his 
position, a desire for clean thinking and 
right living, loyalty to the United States, 
and a knowledge of his responsibilities as 
a citizen.

ARMY RECRUITING 
To Tue Epitor: 
OUR correspondent signed “Emeritus” 
presents some suggestions in his ar- 
ticle, “Maintaining the Army,” which seem 
worthy of more than passing consideration. 

Always one of the prime evils from 
which our Army has suffered is the fact 
that the Army itself has always been con- 
sidered too much as a class separate and 
apart from the great mass of our people. 

One of the things that has conduced to 
this evil is the fact that there has been 
a link to bind the Army to the people. 

The whole burden of recruitment of per- 
sonnel has fallen upon the Army itself. 
Relieved from every responsibility in this 
respect, both the state and Federal civil- 
ian authorities have felt themselves entirely 
cut loose from any material aid in pro- 
viding for the common defense. 

Possibly the application of any form of 
universal training is out of the question 
at the present time. 

Yet it does seem possible to place upon 
the civilian authorities at least a part of 
the burden of providing the personnel 
needed for military training. 

The application of this principle of joint 
responsibility of civilian and military au- 
thorities would go far in bringing the Army 
into more intimate touch with the people 
themselves, and be of advantage not only 
in the way of economy but of a better 
and more intimate understanding between 
the civilian and military elements of our 
citizenship. 

“Emeritus” has suggested an idea that 
merits our thoughtful consideration.

TRIBUTE TO CHIEF GUNNER 


To THE Epitor: 

HE naval service sustained a very ma- 

terial loss on April 27, 1925, when Ch. 
Gun. Norris L. Wilecomb, U.S.N., died at 
his residence in Newport, R. I1., during an 
attack of acute indigestion. 

“Chief Gunner Wilcomb reported on May 
5, 1924, to the Torpedo Station, Newport, 
R. L., for duty as assistant to the manu- 
facturing officer, and he immediately 
demonstrated his ability and knowledge of 
the torpedo—-a game that he lived, breathed 
and dreamed of—a game to produce a tor- 
pedo in which the Service would have every 
confidence. 

“For 19 years he had worked with all 
marks of torpedoes, both afloat, in the 
torpedo shop and on the range. It is given 
to but few men to have inspired such con- 
fidence in his senior officers and those 
junior to him, both ashore and afloat, and 
to the civilian personnel who came in con- 
tact with him. Quiet and reserved, his 
industry, zeal and general knowledge com- 
bined with a natural ability to analyze 
problems connected with the torpedo, in- 
stilled both confidence and respect in what- 
ever opinion he expressed. 

“Though a remarkable torpedo tech- 
nician, he constantly manifested the hu- 
mane aspect of his character in the manner 
of conducting his duties of safety engineer 
at this station. His greatest satisfaction 
was realized when he would note a de- 
crease in the number of accidents; to him 
each accident represented so much avoid- 
able human suffering, and he strove by 
every conceivable means to eliminate acci- 
dent and injury to employes. 

“His last and best efforts were united in 
the production of a pamphlet on gyroscopes, 
1925, a work including sketches entirely 
done by himself. This pamphlet is now 
being published by the Bureau of Ordnance 
and will soon be available for the torpedo 
personnel of the Service. 

“It is a fitting climax to our friend's 
useful career in the Navy that he should 
have received special commendation from 
the Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance and 
the inspector of ordnance in charge upon 
the completion of this notable work. 

“The value of any individual to society 
may well be gauged by the void his absence 
shall cause. And of our friend it may be 
truly said that his loss to the Government 
is very great and that his replacement will 
be exceedingly difficult.”

I lament the habit the Navy has o 
renaming ships so that all identity of the 
individual vessel is lost. Who knows how 
many battleships have borne the name 
Iowa or Mississippi? We were once very 
proud of our fine Iowa, but what interest 
can we take even in the inglorious end 0 
her, used for a target, when we know there 
is still another Iowa? Take the average 
boy today and the great majority of met, 
among them World War veterans, and see 
how many can tell you of the proud deeds 
of the SSth Division. Who does not easly 
recall names, however, like the Rainbow 
Division, the Hun-Huskers, or the Lost 
Battalion? 

There will never be any danger of the 
United States becoming militaristic aD 
the glamor of the uniform can never be @

(COMMODORE RICHARD G. DAVEN- 
PORT, U.S.N., Ret., who has just 
been promoted to Rear Adm. on the Re- 
tired List by the Navy Department, in 
accordance with Section 2, Act of March 
3, 1899 (which requires a creditable rec- 
ord and Civil War service), will now ap- 
pear on the list, with seniority of June 3, 
1907. 

Admiral Davenport has had a distin- 
guished record of service, having been 
awarded campaign medals for the Civil, 
Spanish-American and World Wars. He 
has also been awarded the Admiral Samp- 
son medal, with bars, for taking part in 
naval engagements in the War with Spain. 

During his interesting active career of 
over 40 years, of which 21 years and 3 
mouths were spent at sea, he circumnavi- 
gated the globe and doubled both Cape 
Horn and the Cape of Good Hope. He 
has had interesting experiences in all parts 
of the world. Among other notable events, 
he was Navigating Officer of the U.S.S. 
Nipsic during the great hurricane at Sa- 
moa in 1889, which caused such great de- 
struction and loss of life. He _ safely 
piloted the Nipsic at the most critical 
time, when it was only a question of a 
few seconds whether or not she would be 
dashed on the rocks and wrecked with 
great loss of life, as she was being driven 
toward the shore. He managed to get her 
in the narrow harbor, after an exhibition 
of the most skillful seamanship, just clear- 
ing the reef and beaching the Nipsic in 
front of the United States Consulate, on 
the only sandy beach in the harbor.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


PRINCIPLES OF EQUITATION, by Barretto 
de Sousa (Count de Sousa), author of Advanced 
Equitation, has been published by E. P. Dutton 
& Co., 681 Fifth Avenue, New York City. This 
work is an enlarged and revised edition of the 
author’s Elementary Equitation, with important 
new chapters and illustrations. The book is 
illustrated under the direction of Count de 
Sousa, with photographs and numerous draw- 
ings by Victor Nickols. 

The author, from his wide fund of experience 
as a riding master for over twenty years in 
New York City, writes authoritatively of the 
methods and rules (many of which have been 
formulated by himself) which beginners must 
know and understand, not only in order to at- 
tain perfection of style, but even to learn cor- 
rectly. The writing is clear and simple, the 
reasons given are based on scientific observa- 
tion and knowledge, and the ground covers 
everything necessary even to the correct eti- 
quette of a riding party. 

The writer has followed in this book the same 
progression he observes with pupils who want to 
learn how to ride, merely so as to be able to ap- 
pear in the park—the summit of equestrian 
ambition of most—and so to look as well as 
possible on horseback. 

In the new publication, the author decided to 
include a chapter on “‘Practical Suggestions For 
Choosing a Saddle Horse,” and another on 
“Practical Reasons Why Horseback Riding Is 
the Best Exercise,” neither of which subject has 
been, to the knowledge of the author, satisfac- 
torily treated heretofore. 

There are 111 illustrations in the book, which 
is printed with large readable type on high- 
class paper, bound in cloth. It is divided into 
28 chapters, which treat on everything connected 
with equitation, and is one of the most com- 
plete works of its kind ever published. The

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 





BY SAMUEL T. ANSELL 


The following digest of Comptroller General’s 
Decisions are announced: 


1. A retired Rear Admiral on active duty is 
not entitled to the pay and allowances of a 
Lieutenant Commander, which is the maximum 
pay allowed a retired officer recalled to active 
duty under the Act of August 29, 1916. The 
Comptroller General held: Under the Act of 
June 10, 1922, the base, or period pay of a 
lieutenant commander after twenty-three years’ 
service is $3,500, increased by 50 percent after 
thirty years’ service, a total of $5,250. 

The subsistence and rental allowances are not 
payable to a retired officer on active duty if 
above the grade of colonel in the Army or 
captain in the Navy. The subsistence allow- 
ance provided by section 5 of the Act of June 
10, 1922, 42 Stat. 628, is payable only to a “‘com- 
missioned officer on the active list or on active 
duty below the grade of brigadier general or 
its equivalent,” and the same is true of rental 
allowance provided by section 250, and it has 
been so held, 2 Comp. Gen. 139, 140, where it 
was said: 

“Neither the subsistence nor rental allowance 
authorized by sections 5 and 6 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922, 42 Stat., 628, are payable to a 
retired officer on active duty of the grade of 
major general, both sections confining their au- 
thorizations for such allowances for retired of- 
ficers on active duty to those ‘below the grade 
of brigadier general or its equivalent.’ ” 

Claimant is not entitled to the pay claimed, 
because the active list pay of a lieutenant com- 
mander after thirty years’ service is $5,250, and 
the retired pay of a rear admiral of the upper 
half is $6,000, the retired pay being greater. 
(Rodman’s case, May 1, 1925.) 

2. A lieutenant of the Navy requested review 
of his settlement wherein was charged against 
him over $1,500 on account of payments re- 
ceived by him for commutation of quarters, 
heat and light and rental and increased sub- 
sistence allowances during the period from 
March 1, 1919, to June 30, 1923. The Comp- 
troller General affirmed the action of the 
Claims Division and held: It will be observed 
that the law does not contemplate depend@acy 
arising from the voluntary action of the par- 
ties. The claimant did not enter the Navy until 
May 31, 1918, and the mother’s living arrange- 
ments were prior thereto adjusted on the basis 
of independence of her son. There appears no 
change in her domestic relations requiring the 
rearrangement of her mode of living based upon 
necessary contributions from her son for more 
than one-half of the cost of a reasonable living 
or her chief support within the meaning of the 
laws. It is apparent that the father has raised 
a family of five children. 

He is now only fifty-seven years of age, and 
does not appear to be in any way physically or 
mentally incapacitated from earning a _liveli- 
hood for himself and family, and, in fact, it 
is shown that he is and has been during the 
entire period here in question, engaged in the 
same hotel business which he has been conduct- 
ing continuously during the past number of 
years, and from which he derives a substantial 
and gainful income and that he is actually 
maintaining his wife, claimant’s mother. 

In these circumstances and on the evidence 
furnished, the amounts obtained by claimant 
were improper, his mother not being actually 
and necessarily dependent upon him for more 
than one-half the cost of a reasonable living or 
her chief support within the meaning of the 
law. The amounts thus paid accordingly consti- 
tute an’ indebtedness due the United States from 
such officer for which the charge raised by the 
settlement was properly made. (Dodson’s case, 
May 1, 1925.) 

3. A Reserve officer on active duty at a train- 
ing camp from July 6, 1924, to July 20, 1924, 
is entitled to pay for the last day of the period 
notwithstanding the fact that claimant arrived 
at his home on the 19th. In allowing the claim 
the Comptroller held: 

The course of training having been arranged 
to terminate at a time to permit those attend- 
ing from the greatest distance to reach home on 
the 20th, the members residing in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the camp necessarily had to 
depart also, but that did not change the terms 
of the order which was an assignment to active 
duty to include July 20, 1924, unless sooner re- 
lieved by competent authority. As claimant per- 
formed all the duty contemplated by the order, 
he is entitled to be paid in accordance with its 
terms, and settlement will be made accordingly. 
(Macrorie’s case, April 28, 1925.) 

4. After reviewing in detail the circumstances 
attendant upon a claim for rental allowance 
for the dependent mother of a Naval officer, 
it was held: Whether a common household was 
maintained with the married children and their 
families is not revealed, and why the mother’s 
living costs in a household of from seven to 
ten persons should be estimated at $100 per 
month, a figure higher than the combined living 
costs of her husband and three children, is not 
explained. However, a discussion of this phase 
of the case or of the obligation of the other 
children to aid in the mother’s support is not 
necessary. F 

It is shown that the husband and father is 
not incapacitated, is gainfully employed and 
actually making provision for his family. In 
such a case it has been uniformly held that 
there can be no dependence of a mother on 
her officer son within the meaning of the act 
of June 10, 1922. (Bostain’s case, April 29, 
1925.) 

5. While it had previously been held that an 
officer of the National Guard attending an en- 
campment for a period of not more than 30 

allowance for de- 


days is entitled to rental 
pendants, a claim therefor on account of a 
pendent mother is disallowed because the 


mother, who owns the home in which she lives 
and has feur children besides the officer son 
over 21 years of age, who are gainfully em- 


ployed and who contribute towards her sup- 
port, and three of whom reside with her, is 
not dependent upon the officer son for her chief 
support within the meaning of the act of June 
10, 1922. (O’Donnell’s case, April 29, 1925.) 

In another instance, while it was held that 
the mother was not dependent upon the officer 
son, the rental allowance is payable to a second 
lieutenant it makes no difference whether an 
officer of that rank has dependents or not. 
(Button’s case, April 29, 1925.) 


NAVY J.A.G. OPINIONS 


The following opinions of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy has been approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy: 

Time:: Circumstances under which its loss 
must be made up. 

Held: The conclusion supported by law and 
precedents seems to be that all enlisted men 
regardless of the term for which enlisted are 
required to make up the time lost by absence 
on account of “injury, sickness or disease” re- 
sulting from their own misconduct, and that no 
enlisted man of the Navy or Marine Corps, may 
be required to make up any time otherwise 


lost. (J.A.G. Memo; April 17, 1925.) 
Sentence: Suspension of, involving loss of 
pay. 


Held: When, without express authority of the 
convening authority, a disbursing officer checks 
the pay account of a man in accordance with 
the original terms of an approved sentence, 
which sentence has been suspended conditionally 
by the convening authority, the Department is 
of the opinion that such checkage is in viola- 
tion of Article 1877, Navy Regulations, and is 
illegal. In view of the foregoing it is directed 
that hereafter no action whatever shall be 
taken by disbursing officers on suspended sen- 
tences until an affirmative statement vacating 
the suspension and directing checkage in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the sentence as 
originally approved is issued by the convening 
authority or his suecessor in command and that 
when such checkage is made it shall begin on 
the date of the revocation of the suspension. 
(Secretary of the Navy letter, File 26806-131: 
113C; April 9, 1925.) 


Drunkenness: As a defense. 

An enlisted man was tried and convicted by 
general court-martial on the following charges: 
First, “Drunkenness,”” second, “Resisting ar- 
rest,” and third, “Disrespectful in language to 
his superior officer while in the execution of 
his office.” He pleaded guilty to Charge I and 
not guilty to Charges II and III. The evi- 
dence showed clearly that the accused was un- 
der the influence of intoxicating liquor at the 
time of the occurrence which resulted in his 
trial. All of the prosecution’s witnesses testi- 
fied that the accused was in an extremely 
drunken condition, that he was raving, and 
that it was necessary finally to put him in a 
straight jacket. The accused testified that he 
had no knowledge of anything he did at that 
time. 

Held: That drunkenness is a good defense in 
certain crimes requiring a specific intent or par- 
ticular knowledge, where it is shown that the 
accused was by drink so deprived of his reason 
that he did not have the mental capacity to en- 
tertain the necessary specific intent required to 
constitute the crime; is pointed out in Naval 
Courts and Boards, Section 327. See also 
C.M.O. 4, 1924, 8. In C.M.O.8, 1922, 12, it is 
held that drunkenness of such a nature is a 
good defense to the charge of “Disrespectful in 
language and deportment to his superior officer 
while in the execution of his office,” and in 
C.M.O. 28, 1910, 5, the same is held with re- 
spect to the charge of “Resisting arrest.” 

In the case under consideration, the Depart- 
ment is unable to find any evidence of a pos- 
itive nature adduced during the progress of 
the trial that could reasonably be taken as a 
basis for holding that the accused was possessed 
of his mental faculties sufficiently to know 
what he was doing. In view of the foregoing, 
the guilt of the accused on Charges II and 
III was not established beyond a_ reasonable 
doubt. (Case of Johnson; File 26262-11500A; 
G.C.M. Rec. No. 62079: 26 January, 1925.) 


Evidence: Adduced, does not support charge 
and specifications. 

In a recent general court-martial case the ac- 
cused was tried and convicted of the charge 
“Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline” (2 specifications). Specification 1 
alleged that the accused took a Ford automo- 
bile, the property of another, and damaged the 
said automobile to the extent of about $60.00. 
Specification 2 alleged that the accused having 
been ordered by a sentry to halt, did refuse to 
obey, and did wilfully disobey said order. 

Held: The evidence presented by the prose- 
eution showed that the automobile in question 
containing the accused and another enlisted 
man, J., seaman second class, U.S. Navy, passed 
through the gate and that the order of the 
sentry to halt was not obeyed. It was further 
shown that this car was wrecked during its un- 
authorized trip. But the positive testimony of 
J., one of the prosecution’s witnesses, was to 
the effect that he himself, had taken the car 
without permission of its owner, and gone over 
to the barracks and invited the accused to go 
with him, that the accused did so accompany 
him, but at no time did the accused operate 
the car nor did the accused tell witness any- 
thing in regard to stopping at the gate. 

In view of the above, it would appear that 
the allegations of the specifications under the 
charge were not established. Accordingly, the 
finding on Charge 1 and specification there- 
under are set aside. (Case of Bryan; File 
26262-11697A; G.O.M. Rec. No. 62544; 8 April, 
1925.) add al 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


THE new British cruiser Effingham, re- 

cently completed, has been undergoing. 
sea trials, before going to the East Indies 
as flagship of the station, to relieve the- 
Chatham. The trials are said to have 
been very satisfactory. The Effingham 
was laid down as long ago as April 2, 
1917, at Portsmouth Dockyard, and was 
launched in June, 1921. The Engineer 
of London says she has been regarded as 
a stand-by job since the war, and it was 
not until the present year that a sufficient 
sum was provided under the navy esti- 
mates to complete her for service. The 
new cruiser is the last of the improved: 
“Birmingham” class, and has a normal. 
displacement of over 9,750 tons. Her: 
overall length is 605 feet, and she has a 
beam outside the bulges of 65 feet, and a. 
mean draught of 17% feet. The turbine- 
propelling machinery was built by Har- 
land and Wolff, and is of the four-screw 
Brown-Curtis type, designed for an output. 
of 65, shaft horsepower, which corre- 
sponds to a designed speed of about 30.5. 
knots. Small tube Yarrow type boilers. 
are fitted. The Effingham was once re- 
ferred to in the House of Commons _ as. 
His Majesty’s ship Methuselah, and. Mr. 
Ammon, then the Undersecretary for the: 
Admiralty, pointed out that even eight 
years would be a short time for the build: 
ing of a vessel which would have such a. 
long life as that name implied. 


FRANCE 


M @ROCCAN tribesmen, who: have: been 

operating under the orders of Abd- 
el-Krim in an attack in the French zone 
over a front of some 60 miles, have: thus 
far mainly confined their operations to 
attacking isolated French outposts. There 
was, however, on May 6, a stiff fight be- 
tween French and Riffian troops, both be- 
ing in considerable force. The French 
official communique says that General Co- 
lombat’s forces found a strongly organized 
enemy position, with approaches and near- 
by woods strongly fortified and. entrenched. 
However, the French troops took this po- 
sition without fighting, according. to the 
announcement. 

In the center section Colonel Freyden- 
burg’s troops carried the heights of 
Taounat after a fierce fight and violent 
counter-attacks by the tribesmen, which 
the French repelled. In addition to the 
regular force of Riffians, several thou- 
sand men from tribes along the French 
line fought against the French in this en- 
gagement. 

“Many enemy corpses were left on the 
ground and some prisoners were taken,” 
the communique said. 

It added that this combat was likely to 
influence local tribes in favor of the 
French and against casting their lot with 
Abd-el-Krim. 

The French losses in former engage- 
ments are given by the authorities as 
4 officers and 10 men killed, most of the 
latter being natives. The French esti- 
mate the Riffian losses at about 500 killed. 

Marshal Lautey, after an inspection of 
the line of operations, returned to head- 
quarters convinced that the French had 
the situation well in hand. The marshal 
has some 60,000 troops in Morocco, but 
only about 12,000 have been on the fight- 
ing line. Heavy reinforcements are be- 
ing prepared, and a severe blow to the 
Riffs can be ultimately looked for as soon 
as the plans for vigorous measures are 
ready to launch. Meanwhile there is a 
strict secrecy maintained, until the French 
troops get into position to strike hard. 
France is the strongest air power in the 
world, and it will be interesting to see 
what the airmen can accomplish in the 
present emergency. 


BULGARIA 


THE Bulgarian troops are still hunting 
down the members of the Communist 
organization, who recently plotted against 
the life of King Boris a committed a 
bomb outrage at St. Nedelia’s Cathedral, 
which resulted in a loss of 200 lives. A 
number of Communists have been shot 
down and some have been executed. The 
Communist military organization is said to 
have been built up by several hundred Red 
Army officers who came secretly from Rus- 
sia last winter. They created 1,000 units 
of six men each as the backbone of a force 
to overthrow the Government. These 
6,000 Communists swore never to surren- 
der themselves. 

Bulgarian troops have been ordered to 
take them alive when possible in order 
to make them reveal their organization, 
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Cireular 22, W.D., May 7, 1925

homes or asylums. A series of cottage type 
homes, called American Legion billets, is being 
provided for the temporary abiding places of 
children needing them. These cottage groups 
afford a family life in each for about nine 
youngsters under a house mother. 
‘ “The billet at Otter Lake, Mich., is now 
in operation. Land and building fund have 
been donated in Kansas, lands and buildings 
have been offered and are under consideration 
in New Jersey and Tennessee.”

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URGE RADIO IMPROVEMENT

Admiral Eberle says that the “unsatis- 
factory type of receivers now on board the 
3attle Fleet is too well known to require 
comment.”

OBITUARIES 


ANDHOLTZ.—Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Bandholtz, U.S.A., Ret.,- whose death 





at Constantine, Mich., May 7, 1925, of 
heart disease, was briefly noted in the 
issue of this paper of May 9, was an 


officer of unusual force of character, energy 
and charm of manner as well. He had a 
brilliant career in the Army, and always 
completed the task set out for him ‘in the 
most efficient manner and won well-merited 
praise from his superior officers. Among 
the commendations he received were those 
for his work as Provost Marshal General 
of the A.E.F.; Gen. John Pershing, 
commander-in-chief, A.E.F.; Lt. Gen. 
Hunter Liggett. commanding the 1st Army, 
A.E.F.; and Maj. Gen. J. G. Harbord, 
Headquarters Service, A.E.F. 

He was awarded the D.S.M. “for ex- 
ceptionally meriotorious and distinguished 
services” as chief of staff of the 27th Divi- 
sion and as Provost Marshal General, 
A.E.F. He was also awarded the Croix 
de Guerre and other foreign decorations. 

He was born in Michigan, December 18, 
1864, and was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. in the class of June, 1890, when he 
was assigned to the 6th Infantry. 


Among his numerous activities, the 
following are outstanding features. He 


took an active part in the Cuban campaign 
and the battles incident to it in 1898. He 
superintended the first Cuban election. He 
left Cuba in July, 1900, for the Philip- 
pines, where he served for over 13 con- 
secutive years. He was in the campaign 
with the 2d Infantry in Central Luzon and 
on the island of Marindugas, when the 
situation there was at its worst. General 
3andholtz went alone with Lt. Campbell 
King, of the 1st Infantry, into the camp 
of the insurgent leader, Col. Maximo Abad, 
arranged for the latter's surrender with 
his entire command. At Tayabas Province 
in June, 1901, he received the surrender 
of Col. Mariano Castillo. 

In 1902 he was.selected by the people 
of Tayabas Province as teir governor, 
and organized and pacified that place. 
In 100 days he ended the widespread 
insurrection under Gen. Simeon Ola. He 
finished the campaign by going alone with 
a single native guide into the camp of 
Col. Antonio Loamo and bringing the lat- 
ter in with his 70 men and 50-odd rifles. 
While in command of the district of Cen- 
tral Luzon in the Fall of 1905, inside of 
six months he had destroyed or forced the 
surrender of the most notorious outlaws 
that had ever existed in the islands, in- 
cluding Felizardo, Montalan, Sakay, Villa- 
fuerte, Natividad, De Vega and others. 
He was appointed brigadier general and 
chief, Philippine Constabulary, June 30, 
1907, which position he held until Sep- 
tember 1, 1913, at which date the entire 
Philippine archipelago was without a 
padrone leader of any consequence. 

In 1913 he recaptured the stolen plans 
of all the defenses of Manila Bay. He re- 
ceived the well-earned appointment of a 


temporary brigadier general of the Na- 
tional Army December 17, 1917. He was 
assigned to command the 58th Brigade 


(“Gray,” Maryland and Virginia) of the 
29th (“Blue and Gray”) Division. He 


commanded it while holding the Gild- 
willer-Balschwiller sector and in the be- 


ginning of the Meuse-Argonne drive until 
the end of September, 1918. 

He was American military representative 
on the Interallied Military Mission and 
as Commissioner of the United States in 


Hungary and was highly commended for 
his services by the State Department.

The Federal Reserve Board, in a survey cover- 
ing the condition of industry and business for 
the first quarter of 1925, finds promise of con- 
iinued prosperity. The basic industries have 
been producing at a substantially greater rate 
than a year ago. Foreign demand for Ameri- 
can products has increased very largely, and 
the volume of merchandise distribution has 
been at a high level. Sales by mail-order 
houses and manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments have been much larger than in corre- 
sponding periods of both 1924 and 1923. 

The board finds employment to be on a satis- 
factory basis. The number of factory workers 
is somewhat lower than in March, 1924, but 
employment has gained steadily since last Sum- 
mer and is about 20 percent above the low 
point reached in June. Loans for commercial 
purposes throughout the first quarter were at 
about the same level reached last Autumn and 
considerably in excess of the volume of a year 
ago. The financial condition of the Federal 
reserve banks and other banks does not indicate 
any shortage of credit. 

Taking the monthly average of 1919 as 100, 
the general production index of the basic in- 
dustries stood at 127 for January, 124 for Feb- 
ruary and 120 for March this year, as compared 
with 120 for January, 120 for February and 
116 for March a year ago, thus showing that 
while the production of the basic industries 
decreased in February and March of this year 
as compared with the high point reached in 
January, the volume remained as large as any 
time last year. It should be remembered, too, 
that March last year marked the peak of a 
small boom. 

In discussing the condition of foreign trade, 
the Federal Reserve Board states that since the 
middle of last year the demand for American 
products has increased 11 percent, and com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1924 the value 
of exports is 15 percent larger. The greatest 
increases have taken place in the export of 
crude materials and foodstuffs, including cotton, 
wheat and copper. Exports of cotton since last 
Summer have increased 49 percent, of copper 
a little more than 17 percent and of wheat 153 
percent. The prices at which these commodi- 


ties sold also are higher, the greatest advance, 
of course, taking place in wheat. - 1 

At home the greatest increases in activity 
have been in the building and automobile in- 
dustries. Building activity has expanded al- 
most continuously since 1921, and in recent 
years has absorbed about 18 percent of the 
annual output of the steel mills, in addition to 
which it has used large quantities of other 
materials and has been responsible for much 
of the increase in railroad freight traffic. The 
value of contracts awarded in March for the 
country as a whole, notwithstanding the 50 per- 
cent decline in awards for residential building 
in New York City, reflected increased construc- 
tion in all other dfstricts of the country. Con- 
cerning the automobile industry, shipments and 
production so far this year are behind the 
extraordinary levels of a year ago, notwith- 
standing a very substantial seasonal expansion. 
There has been no recession in the demand for 
automobile tires. 

he volume of merchandise distribution, as 
reflected in sales at wholesale and retail and in 
railroad shipments, has been at a higher level 
during the first quarter of 1925 than for the 
corresponding period of 1924. The board points 
out that indicators in trade activity in contrast 
to those of industrial activity show much less 
marked fluctuations over the last few years, 
trade continuing on an upward movement gen- 
erally, even during industrial declines. 

Carloadings of merchandise and miscellaneous 
freight in the first quarter of this year were 
about 5 percent in excess of those in the cor- 
responding period of last year, and very much 
higher than for the corresponding period of any 
previous year. 

Bank clearings, which are a close index of the 
volume of business transactions as measured in 
dollars, have recently been at a record level, 
exceeding by over 10 percent the corresponding 
period of either of the last two years. 

Reports from approximately 750 wholesale 
firms throughout the country and sales of over 
600 department stores indicate trade in those 
fields to have been as large as for the same 
quarter of last year. Sales by mail-order 
houses have been considerably larger during 
the first quarter of 1925 than for either the 
same period in 1924 or 1923. The Board in- 
terprets this as a reflection of the improved 
buying power of the farmers and industrial 
workers. The income of factory workers has 
advanced almost continuously during the last 
eight months, and in March was more than 20 
percent above the low point of last June. 

Business men and bankers also express them- 
selves, generally, as satisfied with the current 
status of business and see no reason to antici- 
pate any other than the usual seasonal decline 
that occur in certain lines during the Summer 
months. 





P.H.S. SURGEON GENERAL 
WARNS ON VACCINATION 


URG. GEN. HUGH 8S. CUMMINGS, of 

the United States Public Health Servy- 
ice, recently issued a warning to the medi- 
al profession and to the public against 
the use of bunion pads as a dressing in 
vaccination against smallpox. His warn- 
ing is understood to include members of 
the Services and Reserves who have been 
vaccinated by private physicians. 

This singular use of bunion pads ap- 
pears to be more common than would be 
supposed. Several fatal cases of tetanus, 
following their use, have recently appeared 
in the United States, and casts made by 
the Hygienic Laboratory of the Public 
Health Service have demonstrated the 
presence of tetanus spores in bunion pads 
from the same source as those which were 
associated’ with tetanus cases. 

“The Public Health Service,” says Sur- 
geon General Cummings, “deplores the use 
of any kind of shield as a vaccination 
dressing. The employment of a_ shield 
tends to prevent evaporation, to retain 
heat, moisture, or discharges, with a con- 
sequent softening of the vesicle, to ob- 
struct lymphatic drainage, and to create 
conditions apparently favorable for the de- 
velopment of infection.’ 

Surgeon General Cummings says that the 

cross scarification method of vaccination, 
which was formerly common and which is 
still adhered to by some, is dangerous.’ He 
recommends that if an incision is made 
for the purpose of vaccinating, it should 
not draw blood, if possible to avoid this, 
and that it should not be more than one- 
eighth of an inch in length. If two such 
incisions are made, they should be 1 inch 
apart. If they are placed closer together 
than 1 inch, they are very likely to coa- 
lesce. If vaccination is done by the 
method of making a small abrasion, such 
as may be done with a specially prepared 
instrument, this should not be more than 
one-sixteenth of an inch in diameter, and 
if two such abrasions are made, they 
should be 1 inch apart. 
Surgeon General Cummings pointed out 
the fact that since 1900 6,000,000 persons 
have been vaccinated by the physicians of 
the Army and Navy without a single case 
of tetanus having occurred. 





GIVE NEW INSTRUCTIONS 
ON RENTAL ALLOWANCES 


OME new instructions governing the 

payment of rental allowances were 
issued by the War Department May 4, 
1925. These instructions, which amend 
those given in Circular 66, W.D., 1924, are 
as follows: 


1. Change subparagraph d to read as follows: 


d. Social visiting by officers or their depend- 
ents, as the guests of persons to whom public 
quarters are assigned, will not operate to cause 
a joint assignment of quarters nor to change 
the rental allowance status of the officer in 
question. The visit, however, must be bona fide. 
A visit is bona fide only if the guest be present 
at the invitation of the host and contribute, 
neither directly nor indirectly, to the income of 
the host nor share with the host, directly or 
indirectly, any of the household or other ex- 
pense which the host must bear because of 
such visit. 

2. Add subparagraph e, as follows: 

e. Before permitting any person to occupy 
public quarters, even though the quarters are 
not otherwise needed, a commanding officer will 
first issue a formal order of assignment. If 
the person be an officer on a rental allowance 
status or his dependent, assignment will be 
made, other than at permanent station of the 
officer, only upon the written application of the 
officer concerned. Except in cases of temporary 
duty of officers unaccompanied by dependents, 
falling under paragraph Id (2) (b), this appli- 
cation will contain the certificate of the officer 
that he will not make application for rental 
allowance during the period of such assignment.

ACTG. SEC. OF WAR DAVIS 
AND R. O. ASS’N AT ODDS 


HERE are slightly strained relations 

existing at present between Acting Sec- 
retary of War Davis and the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association of the United States. 
These are due to the objection which Mr. 
Davis has raised to the circulation of a 
report of a committee of Reserve officers 
who, while serving on the General Staff. 
made recommendations on the plans for 
the National Defense Day Test. 

After the Reserve officers’ committee of 
the General Staff had made their report to 
the Chief of Staff they sent out copies to 
the local branches of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association for comments and suggestions. 
This was the method employed in handling 
the revision of the Reserve officers’ regula- 
tions and a number of other matters af- 
fecting the Organized Reserves. 

The report was made over two months 
ago to the Acting Secretary of War, and 
it is stated that those in authority in the 
Reserve Officers’ Association had presumed 
that the report had been forwarded to the 
President. It develops that the plan of 
the General Staff was not submitted to the 
President until one day this week, and 
extracts of the Reserve officers’ committee 
were published before the President had 
seen the report. 

Secretary Davis declared that if there 
were no regulations prohibiting Reserve 
officers from giving out matter which had 
come into their possession while they are 
on active duty that regulations governing 
the matter should be adopted.
